THUIsSTORY will find no little difficulty in deciding the precise 
place to which to assign Lord MELCHETT among the great men 
of the present time. He was foremost as an Industrialist ; but 
none will ascribe to him the qualities of either Capitalist in its 
Profiteer even in the least hostile 
implication of the title. Yet a man who controlled some 
£90,000,000 of money must have been a Capitalist, just as one 
who centrived the vast commercial undertakings he brought 
into being, must have thereby secured gigantic profits unattain- 


sinister connotation, o1 


able by others with more moderate views of the potentialites of 
comuined business effort; while the mergers ” he arranged niust 
have tended to give him enormous power to be derived from 
monopoly. But Lord MELCHETT took a view of the opportunities 
which came to him that seemed to forbid his allowing them 
others appear 

He apparently regarded them with something 


to be sullied with the abuses so many 
unable to resist. 
of sacred devotion; and in his hands, the expression Trust 
involved something far more ideal than the making of money 
for money's sake. For he always manifested in all his 
strivings a desire to serve, in the ultimate, some great Cause, 
This removed them, so notably, from the evil and the 
corruption which so often follow in the wake of the heaping 
up of riches. It was this, too, that won for him a respect 
that was not alone. universal but in the circumstances in 
which he was placed, was well-nigh unique. There are few, if 
any, Who can be classed with him, or who can be rightly placed 
as his commercial peers. Wecan recall none who passed through 
the fierce fire of such gigantic financial operations as those 
in which he was engaged, scatheless, as did Lord MELCHETT. 
But this was but one aspect of a life which closed all too secon, 
having regard to the service he was doing to the country at 
large. There was another, and one of even more invercst to 
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Jews. We refer to the relation he maintained with the people 


of whom he was born. For the greater part of his career, he was 


litterly estranged from them, He was brought up as a non- 
Jew; he married outside the Community, and reared the children 
of the union as Christians Yet, when the news was made

To what extent, if any, orthodoxy has at the same time been travel- 
ling in the same direction the learned Rabbi does not stap to inquire. 
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But he debits against “ Liberal ’’ Judaism a long catalogue of 
* detrimentals.”’ Thus, he is of opinion that it has: 
whittled down Jewish loyalty until many Synagogues are little less than 
vestibules of the Church. It has inculcated in its followers a fanatic opposi- 
tion to Jewish orthodoxy and conservatism. It has broken down an ap- 
preciation for Jewish ceremonies and home observances. It may have raised 
# generation of fine people, but they have proved themselves to be poor 
Jews. 

Reform Judaism has not been able to vitalise its Synagogue services, 
Many Temples are mausoleums. Reform Jews have little interest in regular 
synagogue attendance. They have lost the mood of piety. They have forced 
upon the Rabbi the necessity of resorting to sensationalism in order to lure 
crowds into the pews. 

He urges, therefore, that “ Liberal’ Judaism should “ make a fresh 
start,’ and, tvter alia, must cease to attack orthodoxy, must improve 
Jewish education, must ask more Jewish service of its adherents, 
must oppose, not follow, the currents of assimilation, must emphasise 
more its Judaism rather than its Reform, and must re-win the lost 
generation that is without memories of the past and without a hope 
for the future—a fairly comprehensive programme in all sooth, it

Disarmament. 

The current issue of the NATION contains an article by Mr. Georg 
Bernhard, who was formerly Editor of the Vossiscue ZEITUNG, on 
the question of Disarmament. His views, it is only natural, are to 
some extent coloured by the position of Germany towards the other 
countries represented at the League of Nations; but, allowing for 
that, there is much that he savs that must appeal to all who give 
any consderation to the truly vital problem. For he points out what 
I have always thought it is so essential to urge, that Disarmament, 
even if it can be accomplished in Peace time, cannot with any safety 
be relied upon as a preventive of war. The difficulties in securing 
any general Disarmament are, heshows, immense ; for one has to take 
into consideration not alone the war material and personnel possessed 
by the various countries, but the relations of both to one another. 
France, 23 Mr. Bernhard shows, holds to the dictum that it is not 
enough to compare the existing armaments of the nations, but that 
their potential fighting strength must also be comoared. ‘* Then,” 
he continues, “there is no possibility of limitation. England and 
America have furnished proof that in a prolonged war even those 
countries that are totally unprepered or inadequately prepared for 
war, are capable of prodigious achievements in-the provision of men 
and material. Wherever production is carried on for peace purposes, 
there it can also be carried on for war purposes.” 

* 

Nor, argues Mr. Bernhard, is there any means of preventing in 
the various countnes in peace times these industries that would be 
useful for war. 

The industry of a country cannot be arranged on the principle that 
very considerable quantities of war material cannot be produced in. war 
time, nor can the observance of such a principle be controlled (he says). 
A requirement of this nature would paralyse every industrial activity and 
impede all industrial development. Nevertheless, the accumulation of war 
material and the provision of reserves of material must be prevented, or 
at any rate controlled. 

Disarmament, then, which it is next door to impossible to attain, even 
in time of peace, and would certainly not be maintained by any nation 
when at war, becomes as a peace measure, or a measure for securing 
peace, as Mr. Bernhard puts it, “ an ineffectual expedient, or, at best, 


half measure ”’ “ Julling the peoples into false security and giving the - 


preponderating power into unscrupulous hands when matters take a 
serious turn.”’ Not until the peoples of the world come to look upon 
war as the beastly, inhumane and utterly futile thing it really is, and 


abjure it as a form of homicide beneath human dignity, will the world 
make any sensible advance to the idea of the international repudiation 
of war as an utterly. unworthy means of meeting international dis- 
agreements, That is what has to be striven for if civilisation is to 
endure ; and pacts and treaties, however solemn, will not prove any- 
thing in the nature of an éffectual substitute. 


Zionists and the Government, 

The chief interest of the Conference of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion, which met at the beginning of the week, centred upon the in- 
formation afforded it concerning the relations subsisting between the 
Zionist Organisation and the British Government, especially in 
reference to the Passfield White Paper. Dr. Weizmann gave the key 
to the sort of confidence upon the matter which it was thought desirable 
to repose in the Federation by the reference he made to the negotia- 
tions in the letter he addressed to that body. He took it for granted 
that he was not called upon to say anything. But why? 1 should 
have thought that he would have seized the opportunity of the gather- 
ing together of a large number of delegates from Zionist Associations 
throughout the country holding the Palestine Mandate, to obtain 
from them ‘‘ support and maintenance ”’ for the policy he is pursuing. 


His omission in this respect will not be overlooked any more 
than will the absence of any assurance from him that the negotiations 
that are going forward are not on the basis of the White Paper. A 
few days. ago the Government issued a statement to the effect that 
the pourparlers between them and the Zionist Agency, which were 
entered into as a result of an invitation by the Government to the 
Zionists to discuss the White Paper, were proceeding. That did not 
look as if the negotiations were not being conducted on the bacis of 
the White Paper, and hence rendered it all the more imperative that 
Dr. Weizmann should have repudiated the implication to the contrary. 
Though how he could, with any reasonable hope of his statement being 
accepted, unless he was able to say thet the White Paper had been 
withdrawn so as to clear the way for the negotiations, I rea'ly fail 
to see, 


Dr. Brodetsky, speeking for the Executive Committee of the 
Organisation at the Conference, rather, if anything, showed that the 
discussion with the Governnfent is, in fact, essentially upon the White 
Paper. For he urged lis audience to study that document carefully, 
and summarise the objeetions they felt to it'and the amendments they 
desired, That is surely the very opposite to ruling out the Paper from 
discussion. Indeed, his more concrete references to the Passfield 
document were as wobbly as they well could be. He thought, he said, 
that although the negotiations were not being held on the basis of 
the White Paper, it was absurd to say that it could not only not be 
mentioned, but that arguments showing how it was a violation of 
the principles under which the Jewish National Home should be built 
up, should not be advanced! Then, again, he, while still contending 
that the negotiations were not upon what the White Paper contained, 
saw it necessary to show in what respect the White Paper was wrong 
‘‘in tone,” in “legal theory,” and in “ practical policy.” And that 
sort of talk the learned Professor wishes us to accept as an assurance, 
and consistent with the statement, that the Conference with the 
Government was not being held on the basis of the White Paper! 
Really, he could have set us a mathematical problem a little easier 
of solution in these hard times !

Great Britain and Palestine. 

Writing in the Nation, from the Bath Club, Dover Street, Mr. 
J. M. N. Jeffries expresses his profound indignation at the action of 
the British Government in relation to Palestine and the Arabs, ** How,” 
he asks, “cen this Government, or any of our successive Govern- 
ments since the War, excuse their failure to offer the Arabs a position 
proportoinate tagheir numbers and their birthright ¢” 

This (he says) is the cardinal question to which, it seems to me, Zionists 
or pro-Zionists have no answer to offer. To do what we have done in Palestine 
that is, to propose to the people of a country equality with a body of strangers, 
a sixth of their number and only a sixth because their presence has been 
enforced, is surely a sad piece of hypocrisy. 

And he goes on to complain that “it is. a sadder piece of hypocrisy 
to endee vour to justify such action by alleging the obligations of the 
Mandate. Britain sought to obtain the Mandate for her own most 
definite ends, and the Arabs were never consulted upon it. The Zionists 


. were consulted, on the other hand, upon the fate of a country which 


did not belong to them.” 


Nor for that matter did it * belong ~ to the Arabs. But it did to 
the Turks ; and they were “ consulted ” in one of the most usual ways 
known to international arrangement. Moreover, what was done in 
respect to Palestine and the formulation of the Mandate, was not the 
work of Great Britain alone, but of the Powers that were held to have 
won the War. But, the Arabs were, in fact, consulted at least through 
some of their representatives ; and these concurred in the Mandate 
going to Great Britain and in the country being wrested from the Turk. 
Finally, it is simply not true to say that provision was not made for 
the Arabs * proportionate to their numbers and their birthright.” To 
have allocated Palestine for this purpose would have been absurd ; 
but Mr. Jeffries forgets that while the War was still in progress, and 
within a few days of the promulgation of the Balfour Declaration, it 
was announced by a member of the Government that the intention of 
its policy was to give Arabia to the Arabs and Judea to the Jews !

“failure to offer’ the’ Jews of the world, numbering some sixteen 
milhons, “sa position proportionate ” even to the extent that Pelestine 
can be said to be, © to thecy numbers and their birthright.”

American Intolerance. 

An incident which occurred recently in New York goes a long way 
in showing the innate intolerance that is in the nature of the American 
people. It appears that Judge Lindsay, of Denver, made some obeer- 
vations concerning the institution of marriage which, being somewhat 
heterodox, offended the susceptibilities of Christians, who at least, in 
point of theory, are strict on the question, At the New York Cathedral 
Bishop Manning, in the course of an address, bitterly assailed the Judge 
on account of the views he had given expression to, 


The Judge who happened to be present, rose to ask for the privilege 
of saving a few words in self-defence. Whether it was that the con- 
gregation was appalled by the thought of what the Judge might say 
in reference to the very difficult subject at issue, or at the idea of the 
Bishop being answered in his pulpit, is not said; but these professing 
Christians, we are told, at once turned the Cathedral into a veritable 
bear-garden, “manhandled” the Judge, and shouted—-men and 
women among the worshippers—“* Beat him!” “ Lynch him! 
This incident, be it remembered, is recorded of one of the most fashion- 
able congregations in America, and whatever the explanation of the 
outburst of unruly passion, it is certainly indicative of the intolerance 
which has unhappily become so regrettable a feature in Americans. 
It is one, moreover, full of meaning for our people there, Of that there 
cannot be much doubt. 


Finding God! 
The way in which the most religiously-minded people will, on 
occasion, allow themselvss to come very near to what is little’short 


of blasphemy, is remarkable. Herc, for instance, is that deeply vener- 


able and saintly-minded Dr. H. Pereira Mendes, who, at a recent 
eeting at New York, of the Orthodox Jewish Congregations, teld 


his audience that ‘he went to Pelestine to find out if God is in the 
Zionist Movement,’ and he proceeded to declare that he felt much 


encouraged by what he saw in the Jewish Homeland. Dr, Mendes 
knows quite well, as an Orthodox Jew, the Jewish Orthodox belief 
that it was reserved to Moses alone of all men to see God face to face, 
and he doubtless would explain that his remark was no more than 
rhetoric. But that does not redeem it from being nonsense, while the 
likeness of the expression he used to the one so frequently employed 
by Christians, about “finding Jesus,’ seems to me to bring it 
perilously near to sheer cant. 


Palestine Politeness. 

One of the Synagogues in Jerusalem, so a correspondent there 
informs me, has arranged for special prayers for three days accompanied 
by the blowing of the Shofar as a demonstration against the White 
Paper.

LORD MELCHETT. 


industrialist and Jewish Nationalist. 


The death occurred on Saturday, at the age of 62, of Baron 
Melchett, of Landford, P.c., D.L., F.R.S. Lord Melchett was one of 
the most prominent industrialists in England and a leading figure 
in political and industrial organisation and in the Jewish National 
Movement. 

Alfred Moritz Mond was born at Farnworth, near Widnes, in 
Lancashire, on October 23rd, 1868. He was the son of the late Dr. Ludwig 
Mond, F.R.S., the distinguished scientist and philanthropist and founder 
and first Chairman of Brunner, Mond and Co., Ltd. He was educated 
at Cheltenham College and later at St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
and at Edinburgh University. He was called to the Bar in 1894 and 
practised inthe North Wales and Chester Cirenit. In 1206, the deceased 
entered Parliament as member for Chester and sat for this division for 


four years. In 1910 a Baronetcy was conferred on him. In the same 
vear he was clected Liberal Member of Parliament for Swansea Town 
and held that seat for thirteen vears. In. 1924 he was elected for 
Carmarthen. Two years later he icft the Liberal and joined the 


(Conservative Party. 

In 1916, Sir Alfred Mond became First fommissioner of Works in the 
lloyd George Ministry and he also occupied the position of Minister of 
Health in 1921. He was appointed a Privy Councillor in 1913. 

The deceased was a leading industrialist and w as closely associate d 
with the direction of many of the foremost steel and chemical companics 
af the country. ‘ He was Managing’ Director of the firm of Brunner, Mond 
and Co., Ltd., and Director of the Nobel indtstries and many similar 
undertakings. These were subsequcnt!y amalgamated and cgmbined 
with a number of allied enterprises under the name of Imperial 
Chemical Industries, which commanded a capital of some £95,000,000. 
The deceased was Chairman of the Chemical Industrial Section of 
the Franco: British Exhibition held in London in 1908. In 1925 he became 
President of the. Society of British Gas Industries and in 1927 was 
appointed to the Board of the Westminster Bank. lie was at one time 
Treasurer of the Free Trade Union, President of the Mansion House 
Association on Railway and Canal Traffic, and Vice-President of the 
Infants’ Hospital in fouth West London. In 1927 he was awarded 
the gold medal of. the Institution of Mining and Metallurgy in 
recognition cf his scientific and industrial services. in the develop- 
ment of the mineral resources and metallurgical industries of 
the British Empire. -He was Chairman of the British Empire 
Producers’ Association. He initiated the series of industrial conferences 
in 1927, which sought to bing about closer co-operation between 
mnployers and employ ce He wrote a creat deal on eommercial and 
chemical subjects and on politics and cconomics. Some of his articles 
‘were republished in.1912 under:the title of “ Questions of To-day and 
To-morrow.” 

The deceased was clevated to the peerage ig 1928 for public and 
political services. He took the title of Baron Melchett of Landford, in 
the county of Southampton. In the same year he received the Hon. 
degree of D.Sc. at the Oxford Encwnia and the LL.D. degree from the 
Manchester University. 

Jewish Associations. 


Lord Melchett's active association with Judaism dates from about the 
time of the Balfour Declaration, which awakened in him an enthusiasm 
for the Zionist cause and a sense of kinship with his people which he had 
never manifested before although he had been President of the Swansea 
Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association some time previously. His 
upbringing and traditions had been almost entirely non-Jewish and in giving 
evidence in a law suit he brought for libel. he said that he was “not a son 
of the Covenant.” Although this statement was never explained it was 
generally accepted as meaning that he had not nndergone the Abrahamic 
Rite. He was married in 1894 to Violet. danghter of the late James 
Henry Goctze and granddaughter of the late John Bentley, and his family 
were brought up as Christians. But he always claimed to bea Jew. In 
the course of a speech delivered in America, he said“ I was born and 
reared in the Jewish faith, I have never left it and never will. The 
statements that have been made to the contrary from time to time 
annoy me, for there is no excuse for them. I should I'ke it to be known 
that lam nota member ofany Church. It might have been of no little 
mivantage to me had I joined the Church of England. But I never would 
and never will.” Nope the less, the deceased was never associated with 
any Synagogue, although about a year ago he presided at a Festival 
Dinner in aid of the Commercial Road Talmud Torah, for which he 
appealed on the ground of the necessity of such institutions for the main- 
tenance of Jewish religious loyalty. 

But the Jewish Nationalist fervour which followed the historic 
Declaration, drew him closer to his people than he had ever been. He 
subscribed £25,000 towards the National Movement, and paid several 
visits to Palestine where he acquired property ance built a residence 
for himself. He was Chairman of the New Economic Council for Pales- 
tine in 1921 and was President of the Commission of Experts that 

went out to Palestine under the Jewish Agency Scheme in 1927. 
In the same year he raised a fund of £25,000 for the relief of the 
Jewish unemployed in Palestine. He opened the Haifa Technical 
College in 1925. His adherence to Zionism was in his belief in the move- 
ment asa Nationalist effort. He favoured the extension of the Jewish 
Agency, and in 1928, in the course of an interview in the columns 
of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, he said: “I do not like the word 


‘national.’ I always avoid using it. But I can say this, that tho 
Jews in Palestine fecl themselves welded together as part of 
one community, however diverse their origin.” He was elected 
to the Presidency of the English Zionist Federation in 1928, He 
resigned from that position in December of last year in view of con- 
siderable difference of opinion between him and the Government 
upon Palestine policy as exemplified in the Passfield White Paper. 
In October last, Lord Melchett resigned his Joint Chairmanship of the 
Jewish Agency Council and Chairmanship of the Political Commission, 
which positions he had held since the formation of the Agency. Ina 
letter of resignation which he addressed to Dr. Weizmann, he said that in 
the circumstances that had arisen, following the Government's issue of 
the White Paper, every line of which, he said, “breathes a spirit of 
censure and hostility,” he could not usefully continue to occupy those 
offices. One of his last public speeches other than in Parliament was 
delivered when he presided at the protest meeting held at the Albert 
Hall following the massacre of Jews in Palestine by Arabs. It Was, 
too, one of his finest oratorical efforts. 

The deceased leaves one son, the Hon. Henry Mond, who has been 
Conservative M.P. for the East Toxteth Division of Liverpool since 
1929, and three daughters, one of whom was married to Viscount Erleigh, 
Lord Reading's son, first by Registrar and then by Church rites, in 191M. 
Lady Erleigh is keenly interested in Infant Welfare Work, while Lord 
Erleigh was one of the Counsel engaged by the Zionist World Organisa- 
tion to represent its case in connection with the Arab massacres, before 
the Shaw Commission. 2 

The deceased was a keen supporter of Art. In 1928, he boughta 
famous Rembrandt for £40,000, thus saving the picture for England, as it 
would otherwise have been sold in America. Another hobby of Lord 
Melchett’s was the cultivation of orchids, in which he was a successful 
amateur exhibitor. His benefactions to the medical and social services of 
this country include a gift of £500 a year for séven years for a Research 
Scholarship in the College of Surgeons, and the purchase of one-and- 
three-quarter acres of land in Chelsea for the erection of new buildings 
for the Chelsea Health Society, of which Lady Melchett is President.

The King, on Sdturday night. sent the following telegram to 
Lady Melchett from Sandringbam :— 

it is with sincere regret that the Queen and I have learnt of 
the death of Lord Melchett, and we assure you and your family of 
our heartfelt sympathy in your irreparable loss. I fully recognise 
how constantly he devoted his energies to the improvement of the 
industrial life of the country.

The funeral of the late Lord Melchett was on Tuesday afternoon 
at St. Panéras"*Cemetery, East Finchley. The remains were interred 
in a Mausoleum which was built for the deceased's father, and was 
consecrated as a Jewish burying place by the late Rey. Morris 
Joseph. <A large crowd gathered outside the house in Lowndes 
Square, despite the heavy rain, before the coffin left for the Cemetery, 
which was packed with mourners.

A Plea for “ Liberal’’ Judaism.

R. MONTEFIORE invariably writes in a charming and an 
attractive style. Whatever be his subject, he manages 
to invest his observations with that sowpcon of the con- 
versational which seldom fails to engage the reader and 

gain his confidence, He, moreover, permeates his words with an 
alluring historicity denoting ostensibly research and deep study of 
the question with which he deals, thus placing those who ponder his 
sentences, under the qbligation we all feel for those who do our 
difticult work for us and who relieve us of troublesome labour. In 
short. Dr. Montefiore always places his readers—as he does his 
hearers when speaking—at ease, and thus covers and hides, to a 
degree, that remarkable superficiality of thought and the strange self- 
deception which are so evident with him. JI notice these qualities 
as very palpable, after perusing with some care an article from 
his gifted pen which appeared in a recent issue of THe MoprEern 
CHURCHMAN. He entitles it “The Liberal Movement in Judaism,’ 
and its purpose is to explain and offer a plea for what has come to be 
known, as the “ Liberal” aspect of the Jewish religion in particular, 
and of the Jewish position in general. Jews cannot know too much 
about “ Liberal” Jucaism and the attitude of those who profess it, of 
whom Dr. Montefiore is at once the best known and the most dis- 
tinguished. For it is challenging us at many points. That he 
and his Movement have been subjected to some misunderstand- 
ing and much of wrong conclusion cannot be laid altogether 
at the door of those who thus misconceive both. 
is traceable to the self-satiefaction of “ Liberals,” their over- 
weening belief in themselves and ail concerning them, which 
induces an aloof segregation on their part from their fellow-.Jews 
of differing belief I have often thought that the prophets of old

so often refused to argue; and the average man is not likely to be

Ir FOR THE REASONS I have mentioned nor.” Liberal’ Dr.

Ir is BECAUSE SOME of us think that those Jews who now 
refard themselves merely as members of a brotherhood or a 
community cannot, or at least will not, permanently so remain, but 
will drift into the uncharted sea of their environment. that we favour 
the re-nationalisation of our people, and support Zionisin as a 
means to that end. ‘That, of course, is not the sole argument 
advanced in favour of that movement, but it is an important one, 
Dr. Montefiore opposes it because he agrees with those who favour 
it when they suppose it will save us from the utter annihilation of 
Judaism which must follow upon the acceptance of his universalistic 
conception of the Faith. Reading the article in question it might 
well be concluded that its main object was to present Zionism as 
a retrograde Movement, which if it succeeds will put Judaism's clock 
very much behind the time. This is Dr..Montefiore’s pet “ bee,’ as 


it has been ever since it was first foolishly suggested that the pro. | 


fession of Jewish Nationalism impinged even by the shadow of a 
gleam upon the loyalty of the Jew to the country of which he is 
citizen. The notion has long ago been exploded. Lam surprised that a 
man of Dr. Montefiore’s resource should find it necessary to call it to 
his aid at this time of day, when Jewish Nationalism bas been conse. 
crated by all the chief nations of the earth. I refer to the notion here 
because for one thing Dr. Monteliore vitiates immensely his plea for 
* Liberal Judaism by employing the idea which to-day is more than 
ever a mere bogey of the very poorest sort. But it is interesting to note 
how Dr. Montefiore commends “ Liberal” Judaism, because it has, 
he says, teuded to-keep persous of the Jewish race within the folds of 
the Jewish Community, while he ignores the extent, the immeusely 
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greater extent, both quantitatively and qualitatively in which 
Zionism has done so. This very week the name of a Jew has been 
on everyone's more or less mourning lips, who was an astounding 
instance, but by no means the only one Zionism has produced, of a 
“call back” to Judaism. Where has “Liberal” Judaism—or 
Kteform—anything like it to show? It would be interesting if 
Dr. Montefiore would tell us; even thoagh it isto my mind doubtful 
whether a good service is done to Judaism by preserving within its 
ranks the anwmic and the weakly, for that must tend to sap the 
negregate strength of Jewry. 


HERE I MUST BREAK OFF, in the hope that I have said sufficient 
to call wide attention to Dr. Montefiore’s article and the doctrine 
upon which it is based. Perhaps the best criticism of his teach- 
ing he himself quotes. Someone told him it is “ thin,’ and I agree 
that its veneer-like quality must be evident to those who will give 
itsome thought. It is shown to be so in almost every line of his plea 
for * Liberal” Judaism. Even his Universalism is “ thin.” For I see 
that his hatred of Jewish Nationalism with its association with 
the Orient which he detests, induces him to declare that “the 
synagogues in Beriin, London and New York” are to him “of 
far deeper religious importance than any synagogue in 
Jerusalem.’ Why? Is he less interested in the Jew who 
happens to live in Jerusalem than in the one who resides 
in Berlin, in London or in New York? If so he has not 
imbibed the first lesson of Universalism —certainly not the religious 
universalism which the Jew should favour. Or does he think 
that the Synagogue is the best means for inducing a non-segregation 
of religious belief among various peoples? If so, then he 
ought to be at least as anxious to convert the Arab as he is to 
convert the Christian—only his Universalism is, to use his 
own word, “thin.” It will be said that Dr. Montefiore’s article 
was written for and to non-Jews, and that may account for 
much “tn it, jut that is no reason why Jews, who assuredly 
must be most concerned about it, should not read it; and I hope 
these references to it willsend many of our people to the pages of the 
Review in which it was printed. Iam certain that a result of the 
perusal of it by any Jew who will bring to bear upon it a little 
understanding, and will not be content to come under the 
influence of Dr. Montetiore’s literary powers to which I alluded 
at the beginning of what I have written, must be to perceive 
the “thinness,” the hollowness of “Liberal” Judaism and the 
religious doctrines he dresses up in the disguise of the Jewish Faith,

Str,—The Community is greatly indebted to you for your timely 
protest against the doings of the Beth Din. But the case against . 
this Institution is more serious than would appear from the instance 
selected for condemnation by yon. The quality of a tombstone may 
he of little moment. But the Beth Din often has at its diposal the 
character and the careers of living men and women, 

Nor do I think that the gravamen of the charge should be con- 
centrated on the personnel of the Dayanim. There are some curious 
personalities also on the English Judicial Bench, The satisfaction of 
the public as to the justice administered in the ordinary Courts of 
Law, however, is based on three things: on the knowledge that justice 
is administered according to law or judicial custom; that a litig wnt 
has the right to be represented by someone who is versed in that 
law and custom; and—most important of all—that publicity is 
given to the proceedings. 

All these guarantees are wanting in the Beth Din, The Chief 
Rabbi and the Dayanim act as judges and counsel combined. They 
administer laws, known only to themselves. No counsel is present 
to challenge their interpretation. The litigant is compelled to sign 
a document, submitting himself to the arbitration of the Court, 
which deprives him of the right of appeal, even when the written 
judgment differs, as often happens, from the verbal judgment 
delivered. 

The doings of the Beth Din are not of interest to a large section 
of the Community. The other—the so-called “foreign” section— 
are constantly being urged to take their cases to the DBeth Din to 
avoid that Chillul Hashem which the revelation of their peculiarities 

in a non-Jewish environment may involve. But surely the real 
Chilul Hashem is the travesty of justice which this “ House of 
Justice’ maintains, 

It may not be generally known that the Beth Din is an institu- 
tion maintained by the United Synagogue. Is the Executive of that 
body satisfied as to the methods by which “ justice” is administered 
by its own officers ?

THE TALMUD IN JEWISH EDUCATION. 


A new spirr is at present sweeping the Jewish Educational 
nstitutions in this country, which can be summed up in the words: 
Back to the Talmud. Yeshtbot and ‘Talmudical Colleges are 
springing up everywhere, and in many Talmud Torahs and Chedarim 
the Talmud reigns stpreme. The best of things, however, if over- 
done and carried to extremes can do more harm than good, and one 


_ ean already note that this return tothe Talmud forms no exception, 


in some Educational Institutions the Talmud has become an obses- 
sion and has overshadowed every other part of Jewish learning and 
education; nor do the teachers in these schools consider the 
children’s capacity, as far as the knowledge which they possess or 
their intelligence and capabilities are concerned, for the study of 
such a complicated subject as the Talmud. Among these new 
students are to be found boys who have hardly any knowledge of 
the Bible, some even, who are unable to follow the daily prayers, 
In order to rush the child to Gemarah every other subject is, in 
some schools, almost entirely neglected. Systematic study of the 
llebrew language. the gateway to our glorious literature, is ignored ; 
the study of our wonderful history, love and respect for oun nation, 
for our religion and for our traditions, are neglected as of Jno con- 
sequence; intelligent appeal to the children’s heart, t 
to arouse and to nurse in them a fecling of interest, o 
attachment to our people, to our ideas and ideals, ig in some 
instances, looked upon as a waste of time. ‘The indikcriminate 
tuition of the Talmud has brought about a greater neglect of girls’ 
education, for which there is no room left in the new svilabus—a 
fact regretfully emphasised in his annual report by Mr. Herbert M, 
Adler, M.A., Director of Jewish Education under the Jewish War 
Memorial. Help, not only in the form of pecuniary assistance but 
in advice and guidance, is needed in some schools where there ls a

BIBLICAL TERMINOLOGY. 


Your learned contributor of “ Notes.on the Sedra in your issue 
of October 24, endeavours to coin a new term in the Biblical 
vocabulary, viz. to mean “ Thou shalt Inake a 
gable roof unto the Ark.” I should like to ask our friend low, 
according to this, the plural SY can be reconciled to mean gable 
roofs, when the term never occurs in relation to any building? 
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While a sloping cover was needed to- carry off the water, surely 
light was equally necessary. Yet according to him no provision for 
itwasmade. According to my reading, the sentence in question pro- 
vides four distinct needs: light, sloping cover, door position and 
division of compartments. (1) W4¥ like ‘W means shining light. The 
term does not refer to the means of supply, but to the need for such 
supply. “WS suggests by what means this need was supplied, 
either by TOM an open window, or by 73% JaN “ suitable stone” 
or pebble fixed in the wall, such that caught the rays of the sun, 
and its light penetrated. (2) nox “ The width 
of the body of the Ark of fifty cubits shall be finished off 
by tapering it down to one cubit.” This could only be done 
by a gradual sloping of the top€ on both sides to meet in 
ihe centre, which naturally formed a roof sloping down each side. 
‘The possibility of making pebbles transparent is evident to us now 
by their ample use for speetacle lenses, and there is every reason 
to suppose that their utility was formerly applied for other purposes, 
and in larger sive. Glass is not the original light-supplying inven. 
tion, but a convenient improvement on the original pebble panes, 
whieh, according to Rashi's practical suggestion, was used for 
supplying light to Noah's Ark.—The Rev. P. Euuis, ILC.F.,, 
P.O. Box 990, Nairobi, Kenya Colony.

GOLDBLOOM announced 
that Lord Melchett had passed away. Lord Melchett, he said, was a 
great man and a great Zionist, and his death was a great loss Jo the 
Jewish people and to the Zionist cause. | 

Mr. Simon MAnrkKs said that if ever there was a real Prince in Israel 
that man Was Lord Melchett who was a Zionist, so far as he could 
recollect, since the year 1915 or 1916. He was always at hand for 
advice and was a great pillar of support for Dr. Weizmann and his 
colleagues. His death came atatime when they could ill afford 
the loss of such a great and dynamic force. 

The Conference stood as a mark of respect for the deceased. 

Dr. WEIZMANN, in a tribute to the late Lord Melchett, said: 
“We are assembled again now in the shadow of a tragic event—the 
loss of a great gaan in Israel—one who has rendered incalculable 
service to our cause throughout many years. Lord Melchett came 
to us somewhat Jate in life. He was for a great part of his life 
absorbed in the affairs of State. He served British industry, 
science; polities in the generous way in which he served every 
cause he espoused. About 1915 or 1916, in the midst of the War, 
when our question came a little to the fore and began to engage 
the interests of the mighty in this world, Lord Melchett came 
forward lesitatingly, slowly, at the beginning, testing and 
groping his way, but soon he became an ardent supporter; in fact,

The greater part of the hour was occupied by Sir Alfred 
himself, who spoke-of the many problems that would have to be tackled 
as soon as the War was over, and of the tuphimbed potentialities of 
Palestine. was a finent talkerand he spoke with unbounded optimisin, 
At last the moment came when | had to icfer rather pointedly to the 
ebject of visit.

I readily agree that the book is 
one that should find a place tn every Jewish School and in every 
Jewish home, but I seriously challenge the asserti#m that it is a 
book suitable for the worshipper in_the Synagogue. Far from find. 
ing the Genesis an aid to devotion, t6 me it proved to be‘a distraction. 
And this is inevitable, and inherent in the very nature of the book. 
The following of the Lessons from the Pentateuch and the Prephets by 
the Synagogue worshipper obviously has a religious purpose and this 
assurediy cannot be attained by the use of the Chief Rabbi's volumes, 
when a long Nedra is read at the rate an expert Baal hKoreh is FeaTerey to 
read it in a Service of the undue length of the ordinary orthodox Synagogue. 
The limited quantity of Hebrew text to be found on any one page ae 
the consequent frequent turning over of the pages in order to keep pace 
with the rapidity of the Reader is disturbing and, unless one is quite 
conversant with the text. destructive of all religious devotion. Let me 
stress my point by giving the following details. In the Genesis volume 
one page contains only one lise of Hebrew text, another? tines ; two pages

But the objection holds, as it 
does to those many other editions of the Hebrew Pentateuch in which a 
modicum of text is submerged in a sea of commentary, that such editions 
are not the most helpful to the Synagogue Worshipper. Few of the pages 
of the Chief Rabbi's volumes contain more than 12 lines of the Hebrew 
text. and this makes his edition difficult for use during the Synagogue 
readings.

How these dead bones and this living promise were associated 
together in Israel's redemption and Israel's birth as a people, is told 
in many charming stories of the Midrashic legend. “ When Moses 
attempted to rouse his downtrodden brethren to rebel against their 
lot they were loth to listen to him “from anguish of spirit and cruel 
bondage.” It was a wise old woman—Serach. daughter of Asher—- 
who upheld the right of Moses to lead his people to freedom. 
His title to the task she found not in the wonders he was 
able to perform. She was convinced only by the exact words he 
used, “1 have surely visited you words that had 
failen from the lips of the dying Joseph, and that now fell from the 
hesitating lips of the son of Amram. So also when the redemption 
was accomplished Moses paid his meed of recognition to tlfe man, 
who on his death-bed had given Isracl a message of undying: hope. 
“ And Moses tovk the bones of Joseph with him. For he had strictly 
sworn the children of Israel, saying: God will surely visit vou, and 
ye shall carry up my bones hence with you” (Exodus xiii: 19), 

Strange, indeed, did it seem to those who met Israel on their 
march, that this people should follow after two such different 
shrines, as Were seen to precede them in the wilderness; the one, 
with the words of the living God, written on the stone tablets: the 
other containing the bones of a dead ancestor. The answer was 
notable. The faith of the dead man whose bones they carried, had 
given to a redeemed people everlasting life, planted in their midst 
by the words of the-living’God. Joseph, at his death, seems to 
retain that old ability of his to rise above circumstances that over- 
Whelm less sterling characters. “ Behold, f die,” he says, “ but God 
will surely visit you” (v.24), “Death,” he seems to say, “is but an 
incident in the all-pervading providence of God.” Nay, it is an 
instrument in God's own hands. There may arise a new king who 
knows not Joseph. But whether Joseph lives or dies, God's 
promises are greater far than man’s forgetfulness. It is a thought 
that, though it travel far from Israel's history, is none the ‘less 
derived therefrom, that though men die, God remains, and God shall

NOTES ON THE SEDRA.

At cording to the older Jewish Commentators, Jacob 
recalled the circumstances of Rachel's death in an apologetic spirit, 
to .explain to Joseph why she was not buried in the Cave of 
Machpelah. He feared that Joseph might feel some resentment 
against him for not having given Rachel a place in the ancestral 
sepulchre and on this account refuse his request for his body to be 
taken to Canaan and buried there. Such a theory reflects on the 
character of Joseph. and it does not accord with the context. Nothing 
was mentioned at this interwiew about Jacob's burial. The promise 
had already been given in connection with it (XLVIL., 30f.). There 
is much to be said for those who understand the verse as a wistful 
recollection of a sad event, brought to the patriarchs memory 
by his provision for Rachel's grandchildren. The allusion to 
her as“ Rachel” and not “ thy mother” lends support to this \ iew. 
Otherwise we have to adopt the suggestion that the special favour 
he was showing Joseph, by conferring upon his two sons the 
privilege of naming a tribe, was intended as compensation for not 
having buried Rachel in Maechpelah. The opinion of Kalisch that 
Jacob recalled where she was interred and described its location to 
‘protect it against oblivion

This does not secm a plausible 
explanation, since he could have guessed who they were or asked 
Are these thy sons Abarbanel thinks that he was so intent on 
his conversation with Joseph that he did not notice the presence 
of others in the rooin until he had finished unburdening his mind. 
If Jacob's question. strikes the reader as strange, Joseph's reply 
must appear still stranger. It would have been sufficient for him 
to have answered, ” They are my sons.” What could he have meant 
“whom God hath given me here ’ Seventeen 
vears had elapsed between Jacob's arrival in Egypt and this inter 
view ; so he must surély have known the facts of Joseph's marriage 
and the birth of his children! 

An ingenious interpretation ol the text has been proposed by 
the Malbim to account for question and answer. Jacob. was fully 
aware that Joseph was accompanied byQ@ his two sons, although 
through failing sight he was unable to distinguish one. from the 
other, and their presence had suggested the trend of the conversation. 
After assigning their place among the tribes of Isracl, he looked upon 
them and the question sprang to his lips: Who are these? ile 
suw them dressed like Egyptian noblemen; he thought of their 
high status and glowing prospects in Egypt; and he wondered 
whether they would be prepared to sacrifice all these advantages 
and throw iu their lot with their kinsfolk. After all, they had been 
born and reared in Egypt and had never seen Canaan. ~ Who are 
these” he asked, meaning, are they Hebrews or Egyptians? 
Joseph's answer was. “ They are my sons '’—they are the sons of a 
Hebrew father and they inherit my racial instincts, not those of 
their Egyptian mother. I have not neglected my duty to impress 
upon them that they did not belong to the Egyptiaus but were part 
of the Hebrew race.. That in outward appearance they resemble 
Egyptians is merely due_to the fact that ~God hath set me in this 
position,” as viceroy of the country. » Whether this can be adopted 
as a literal explanation or not, it points a forceful moral, 2

No. 582.—“ The Art of Cursing.” 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

I wonder if you were as interested as I in the report of a lecture 
given not long ago by Lord David Cecil on ~ The Art of Cursing.’ 
The lecturer deplored the decay of cursing; and his object, as he 
himself said. was to “stimulate its revival,’ particularly among 
writers. As I vead the report of the lecture and the interesting 
correspondence which it produced in one of the London daily papers, 
| could not help asking myself what Lord David Cecil really meant. 
Was he thinking of mere abuse, of vituperation ; or had he in mind 
actual cursing? Perhaps he was thinking of both, and one corres- 
poudent recalled with pleasure an incident in the City Temple when 
the late Dr. Joseph Parker, after roundly abusing the Turk, finished 
up with “I say——" God damn the Sultan! 

- Did that famous London.preacher really mean God to damn the 
Sultan? Ishould think there is good reason for-relieving that he 
did. Asa theologian, he would find Biblical support for uttering a 
curse. The Bible is full of curses. In the Biblical world, cursing 
seems to be regarded as by no means uncommon, 

The dictionary will tell you that to curse is to utter a wish of 
evil against anvone;: to callfor injury or mischief to fall upon any- 
one; to vex. harass or torment with great calamities. A curse may 
thus be a prayer for evil and is based on the supposition of the 
efficacy of prayer. Or if may be an expression of ill temper Or it 
may be just an expletive, affording relief to a sufferer from peevish- 
ness. Whatever their nature, curses have Biblical Support. 

I recalled instances of cursinginthe Bible. God cursed the carth 
on account of Adam: “ Cursed be the earth for thy sake.” It is not 
easy to see why the earth should have been cursed because Adam 
was disobedient. The carth seemed to be wholly innocent. It had 
no part in the quarrel. Accordingly, this particular curse raises 
difficulties for those who hold the view that the Bible is entirely 
inspired. If vou are of opinion that the Bible is the result of natural 
growth and is literature, vou can explain and understand the incident 
of God cursing the earth on account of Adam. But if you hold the 
view that every word in the Bible is divine, the curse of the earth 
in the story presents a problem. No less a problem is God's curse 
of Cain-—“ Cursed art thou from the ground.” To the primitive 
mind, God's curse in this instance was only just. Cain had committed 
murder: it was in accordance with elementary justice that he should 
suffer punishment and, therefore, the curse of Cain was but to be 
expected. From the modern standpoint, however, is there not an 
clement of revenge in the divine curse of the murderer ? 

There are other curses in the Bible which are in reality expres. 
sions of revenge, but it is the revenge of human beings. When 
Noah cursed Ham because of his rudeness, or Jacob cursed Simeon 
and Levi (Cursed be their anger”), or Elisha cursed the boys who 
called bim names (" He cursed them in the name of the Lord”), 
buman nature being what it is, these curses are intelligible. When 
we are hurt we are inclined to cry out; when our passion is hot, we 
are apt to curse someone. From this point of view, one can so well 
understand Job's frame of mind when he “ cursed his day,” or when 
the Psalmist curses God's enemies. 

Biblical authority is certainly keighty and cannot be easily set 
aside. Yet there are curses in the Bible which cannot but fill the 
thinking man’s mind with doubt. There are some philosophers who, 
realising the difficulties of such passages, strain every nerve to bring 
them into accord with what is right. But vou cannot make what is 
crooked straight. Those, therefore, who take the saner view and

admit to themselves that even the Bible has its difficulties, ere 
perhaps doing a better service to Biblical knowledge and to the 
respect for the Bible than the Fundamentalists. The Bible 
undoubtedly condones cursing. It puts curses into the mouth of 
God Himself. Yet will anyone deny that cursing is hardly in accord 
with the noblest conduct? Only the vulgar and unmannerly curse. 
Indeed, there is something degrading in the sight of man, no matter 
bow good his motives may be, pouring out curses on another, 
expressing wishes of evil against a fellow creature, praying for injury 
or mischief to fall upon him. 

The Bible conceives of cursing from yet another standpoint. 
There can be a moral aspect to the idea of cursing. God, for instance, 
sets before the Israelites a blessing and a curse; the blessing for 
them who hearken to God's ordinances; the curse for them who 
prove disobedient. Indeed, there are two long passages in the 
Pentateuch, the so-called Tochecha, containing an inventory of 
curses Which were threatened and foretold in case Israel became a 
backsliding people. “ All these curses shall come upon thee,” we 
may read, and when these two passages are reached in the weekly 
recital of the Pentatetich, they are intoned in a subdued voice and 
quickly, as though to get through with them with all speed. A 
certain superstition is associated with these passages in that very 
many people, down even to this day, refuse to be “ called up” to the 
portions for which these passages are read. 1 know of one gentle- 
man who is positively frightened out of his wits and would not for 
anything in the world respond toa callup” for these passages. 
Strangely enough, in order to overcome this superstition, in some 
congregations the Minister, in others the Beadle, in others again the 
Warden, is called up to the passages in question, the belief being 
that this particular office-holder would be immune from any of the 
curses set forth in the inventory. In the same plane of thought 
must be placed the Great Blessing and the Great Curse, the former 
to be proclaimed from Mount Gerizim and the latter from Mount 
Ebal. You will tind in the Book of Joshua that this command was 
actually carried out when the Israelites reached the Holy Land. 


 Onr attitude to cursing is clearly and helpfully set forth in the 

Prayer-hbook which quotes a passage from the Talmud in these 
terms: “And to those who curse me, may my soul be silent.” 
Perhaps the silence intended was that of contempt, for the true way 
of meeting a curse is to treat it with disdain. When all is said, the 
underlying idea of cursing is some sort of belief, implied or expressed, 
in the magic of words—just as the mystics believed that if you 
happen to light upon the right formula which usually includes the 
Divine Name, you can perform magic. In the story Solomon him- 
self was able to hold Ashmedai, the King of the Demons, as his 
prisoner only because he was in a position to operate with the 
Divine Name. All the medieval alchemists in their endless search 
for the secret of gold making were on the look-out for the right 
formula. The idea is somewhat primitive. But then, cursing is 
somewhat primitive too. Apart from that, it is in direct opposition 
to the golden rule of Hillel who bade us refrain from doing to 
others that which we would not have others do untous. If we are to 
obey the command to love our neighbours as ourselves, how can we 
curse our neighbours? The true saintly character must surely 
condemn cursing which, after all, is but a display of ill temper and 
weakness. 

I cannot help feeling that Lord David Cecil was perbaps speaking 
with his tongue in his cheek and engaged in a mere humorous 
exercise, If not, if he really desired to see the lost art of cursing 
flourish in our midst, then | think most thoughtful people would be 
justified in declaring that his object was (to use a picturesque 
phrase) to put back the hands of the clock. It is not so very long 
since the Continental peoples associated swearing with the English. 
man. Perhaps you will recall Heine's account of his yisit to 
England, wherein he indicated that “Goddamn” was the national 
expletive. I suppose we still use the term “damn” when someone 
treads on our toes, or when we are subjected to extra botheration, 
or when some fool whom we cannot abide gladly rings us up on the 
telephone. In these circumstances we do not really wish to call 
down a curse on anyone; the word is but the cry of a_ soul 
momentarily in.distress. Yet even the Bible must have regarded 
acurse as an evil thing, seeing that it declares specifically: “ He 
that curseth his father and his mother shall surely be put to 
death.” 


But there is no need to take the matter tragically. If you 
express condemnation of cursing, there are people who will write 
you down a spoil-sport, a kill-joy, a denier of life, placing you in 
the same category as the man who forswears beer and tobacco. 
Those who take this view had better be allowed to keep their beer 
and tobacco as well as their curses. After all, sensible people are 
aware that even the most devastating curse is wholly innocuous. 
Besides, there is always the example of Balaam to bear in mind; 
the Lord turned his curse into a blessing. Or as an alternative, you 
may think of God's promise to Abraham—that He would curse those 
who cursed him and bless those who blessed him. Last of all and 
best of all, there is that passage in the Prayer-book which all good

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“And Joseph took an oath of the children of Israel, saying:

The concluding verses of the Book of Genesis mark the end 
of the lives of the patriarchs, and the beginning of the history 
of Israel. Joseph is the link between them. None of the 
Fathers saw the realisation of the Divine promises. Abraham, 
who was to be a great nation, whose seed was to be as the 
stare of heaven for multitude, who was to be given the land 
of Canaan as an everlasting possession, believed; and it was 
accounted to him for righteousness. Isaac, the sole heir to the 
Divine promises, had to be content to dig again the few wells. his 
father had digged, that the Philistines had filled with dust. Jacoh. 
preyqnised the dew of heaven and the fatness of the earth, describes 
his life at the hands of Laban: ~ Thus I was; in the day The drought 
consumed me and the frost by night, and my Sleep tled from mine 
Of Joseph only may it be said that his life realised the dreams 
and ambitions of his youth. And this further may be said of him. 
that in him began the realisation of the Divine promises to the 
patriarchs. Joseph begins the story of Israel in Egypt. This 
also had been foretold to Abraham. “ Know of a surety that ths 
seed shall be a stranger in a land not theirs” (Genesis xy., 153). 
Whether Joseph knew of that prophecy and himself foresaw the evil 
years that were so soon to fall upon the children of his people, it is 
dificult to say. But his dving words are full of significance. He 
indicates, firstly, that hervand his brethren have’ remained during 
these many vears “ strangers in a land not theirs.” Voluntarily or 
involuntarily, despite the high position that Joseph held in the 
great Egyptian empire, they had never become assimilated 
to the Egyptians. There had been ample time for that to happen. 
Eighty years had passed since Joseph first stood before Pharaoh. He 
had seen three generations growing up around him (Genesis }.. 25), 
Loyally and ably he has served the country of his adoption. But on 
his deathbed his thoughts turn to the land of his birth. He does 
not, however, bid his brethren to carry his body forthwith to Canaan 
for burial, as his father Jacob had done before him. Such a course 
would probably have been resented by Pharaoh and by those who 
had been associated with Joseph in the government of the empire, 
The Egyptian fashion of embalment offers a plan, by which respect 
may be paid to the official position of the dead Viceroy. This 
would in no way interfere with’the carrying out of his ultimate 
injunctions to his brethren as to the disposal of his bones.. And by 
his dying dispositions, he associates the redemption that is to come, 
with the coffin containing his remains. Death is to be. as it always 
should be, not the end and termination of life's dream but the 
beginutng of’ the real falfilment of its vision. “JI die. and God will 
surely visit you.” (Genesis 1}, 24).

How these dead bones and this living promise were associated 
together in Israel's redemption and Israel's birth as a people. is told 
in many charming stories of the Midrashic legend.- “ When Moses 
attempted to rouse his downtrodden brethren to rebel against their 
lot they were loth to listen to him “from anguish of spirit and ciel 
bondage.” It was a wise old woman—Serach, daughter of Asher— 
who upheld the right of Moses to lead his people to freedom.

other containing ‘the bones of a dead ancestor. The answer was 
notable, The faith of the dead man whose bones they carried, had 
given to a redeemed people everlasting life, planted in their midst 
by the words of the living God.

Agreement between Protestants and Jews. 

‘From a Correspondent.— MONTREAL. | 
- According to the new agreement between the Protestant School 
(Commission and the Jewish School Commission regarding the 
: education of Jewish children in Quebec, the Jewish children receive 
| full equality and the same privileges as the Protestant children in 
the Protestant schools. The Jewish children must be admitted to 
Protestant schools in their districts, and they must not be separated 
from the Protestant children in separate classes. , 

The Protestant School Commission recognises thirteen Jewish 
holy days. when the Jewish children will be free not to attend 
school. (in the receipt of a request from Jewish parents that thei 
children should be exempted from the New Testament lessons, the 
school authorities must comply with the wishes of the Jewish 
parents. The Protestant School Commission bas also undertaken 
not to discriminate against Jewish teachers in the schools, but it 
dleclines to permit the introduction of Jewish subjects into the 
curriculum of the State schools. On the other hand, the Jews have 
been granted the use of two schools after school hours for instruction 
in Hebrew. Jewish bistory and Jewish religion. 
The agreement is to hold good for fifteen years. Either side 
will be able to terminate the agreement or to demand certain changes 
on giving notice two years before its expiration.

PROMINENT NAZI LEADERS’ DESERTION, 
From our Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 

The DEUTSCHE ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG, one of Berlin's leading 
newspapers, has asked a number of the best known public men in 
Germany their opinion of the Nazi (anti-Semitic) Party generally, 
and of the advisability of turning over to them the responsibility 
of Government. 

Very — to the surprise of many—and to the surprise 
of the paper itseli—some very prominent people have answered the 
second question with a decided affirmative. Among the latter 
we find General von Seeckt, until recently Chief Commander 
of the Reichswehr—as the German Army is now called—who says: 
“It would naturally have disagreeable consequences. Especially 
for the weak and the cowardly and the un-German, the formalists 
and the bureaucrats. But there would be no réason to pity them.” 


The “ un-German ™ sounds anti-Semitic ; it comes as a surprise from 
a man whom so far no one had thought contaminated by the disease. 
And the words sound especially ugly from the mouth of a man who 
has been Chief Commander of the Reichswehr and ver® much 
beloved by his soldiers as such. If he has voiced the opinion of 
the Army. which is more than likely, the next Hitler putsch is apt 
to be much more successful than was the first. 

Another man who answered in the affirmative was Dr. Schacht, 
just returned from his trip to America. This leading light of, 
financial Germany thought it impossible to continue Government 
“against the strength of the extreme right.” Other well-known 
men answered less positively; they thought it rather soon for Hitler 
to take over the rem. 

However this may be, it will at any rate take more than a year 
or two to make the Hitler party-machine run smoothly. In fact 
the new vear may bring surprises. The secession of Von Miicke, 
the famous captain of the “ Emden,” from the ranks of the Nazis, is 
likely to make party historyin Germany. The Nazis bave, of course, 
attempted to “ prove that Miicke has been bribed by “ international 
Jewry.” But that soon stopped. Miicke’s name stands too high and 
the danger of conviction for slander is, in this case, too great. The 
Jewish organisations simply published a declaration denying all know- 
ledge of Miu ke’s intention, adding that none of them ever bad a 
conference of any sort with him and none of them ever aided him 
financially in any way. Apparently Miicke is turning towards the 
Social. Democratic Party. Already he is being ostracised and boy- 
cotted by his former comrades and social circles generally. His 
sensational turn about on the grounds that as a leader of the 
Nazis he was forced to see so much of their dirty work that he could 
stand it no longer, means a heavy loss to Hitler and a stroke of 
luck for the social-democracy of Germany. 

Another leader who has turned his .dack on the Nazis, is 
Captain Erhardt: famous as the originator of the so-called 
Kapp putsch. His defection is even more sensational, inasmuch as 
he intends to found a new party on the Nazi style but including 
Jewry. How German Jewry will re-act towards the Erhardt plan. 
remains to be seen. There already exists a party called “ Deutsche 
National Juden’ —-German National Jews. It was founded many 
vears ago by Dr. Naumann, who is still its leader. But this party 
has never been prominent and is no longer taken seriously. Erhardt, 
« Gentile, whose action can only be dictated by his conscience, 
seems to stand a much better chance of success, because there are 
very many Jews in Germany, influential and otherwise, who in their 
hearts are conservatives, and who are only prevented from acting 
as such Dw the fact that every conservative party in Germapy 1s 
contaminated with anti-Semitism. 


Anti-Jewish Proclamations in Bucharest. 


Suppressing Student Rioting. 
-From a Correspondent.— BUCHAREST. 


The anti-Semites have placarded Bucharest with posters 
announcing a big campaign against the Jews. The posters were 
especially prominent in the Jewish quarter, where they were no 
doubt placed by the anti-Semites in order to strike terror into Jewish 
hearts. The posters were signed by a prominent priest, and they 
appealed to the Roumanians to organise an army of people true to 
Christ, the King and the Roumanian nation, for the purpose of 
liberating the land from the Jewish robbers and blood-suckers. The 
posters also specially denouncod the foreign Jews in Roumania. and 
prociaimed the Hackcnkreuz as the emblem of the proposed army. : 

The Roumanian Press states that the Government seriously 
contemplates punishing the students for their continued rioting 
by depriving them of many of their privileges, including their free 
railway tickets, the postponement of their military service, and the 
arrangement to supply them with cheap food and free land for 
building purposes. 


Blood Libel in Czecho-S!ovakia. 


Encouragement by Public Prosecutor. 

The Pablic Prosecutor of Velikaberezna, in Slovakia, ha’s insti- 
tuted proceedings against the Principal of the local school for ridicul- 
ing the blood libel story which is being circulated about two Jews. Mr. 
Liebermann and Mr. Steinberger, in connection with bruises found 
on two school children. The Pablic Prosecutor has also instituted 
legal proceedings against a Hungarian newspaper for publishing a 
statement made by the two children to a Press representative 
admitting that the entire accusation against the two Jews is false 
and that they are being urged against their wishes to make 
declarations against the Jews.

Formation of Branch in The Hague.

Notwithstanding much opposition, the few initiators of the 
teform Movement in The Hague have persisted in their propaganda, 
with the result that a branch of the World Union of “ Liberal” 
Judaism has been recently instituted in the Government City. The 
first service was held on the Friday night of last week, and was 
conducted by Rabbi M. L. Lasker. At the conclusion of the service, 
which was attended by some two hundred residents, it was 
sapnounced that efforts would be made to organise classes for 
‘hildren under the auspices of the branch. Some of the leaders of 
the movement are members of strictly Orthodox families in the 
‘esidency, and their breaking away from the Orthodox Synagogues 
s regarded as a severe blow to the moral and financial status of the 
old established Orthodox Community, 


Jewish Hospitals. 

Made possible by a legacy of the late Mr. Mozes Joel, a Jewish 
Hospital was opened last week in Haarlem, in the presence of the 
Burgomaster and other civic dignitaries. This is the sixth institu- 
tion of its kind in Holland. There are three Jewish Hospitals in

ago. one in Rotterdam and one in The Hague. Aweek or so previous 
to the opening of the hospital in Haarlem, a mental institution 
generally subscribed for from all parts of the country) was opened 
in Anpeldoorn.

The offer 
has been accepted andthe salaries of 1,500 teachers for December have 
been paid,

THE new Hias Emigrants’ Hotel in Warsaw. was opened on Sunday 
in the presence of the Minister of Labour, the Chief of the State Emigra- 
tion Bureau and other Government representatives. The hotel will be 
able to accommodate thr6e hundred emigrants and the building bears the 
name of the late President of the Emigration Society, Mr. Abraham 
Podlishevsky.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


Widespread Propaganda Activities, 


The Financia! Situation, 


THE WHITE PAPER. 


Three hundred delegates attended the Thirty-first Annual 
Conference of the English Zionist Federation, which opened on 
Saturday evening, in the New Burlington Galleries, Burlington 
(Giardens, W. Last year the number of delegates was 160. Apart 
from the delegates there were also present representatives of the 
follow ing Bodies : 

The Jewish National Fund, The British Section of the Jewish Agency, 
The Deputies of British Jews, Federation of Synagogues, Jewish 
Religious Education Board, Association of Jewish Friendly Socicties, 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans, Independent Order of B'nai B'rith, Poale 
Zion, Association of Young Zionist Societies, Young Mizrachi, Talmud 
Torah Trust aud the Anglo-Palestine Club. 

A large number of messages were read by the Secretary, Mr. ! 
Bakstansky, LL.B. 

Dr. CHAIM WEIZMANN wrote: “It is obviously impossible for me 
to say very much about the negotiations now in progress between 
representatives of His Majesty's Government and ourselves, beyond 
expressing the hope that, as a result of these negotiations, the 
Jewish Agency may be enabled to carry on its work in Palestine free 
from the tremendous obstacles which have hitherto been placed in 
its way, and which have so obviously handicapped our work for the 
Jewish National Home. But whatever the result of our negotiations 
may be, it will be for your representatives, as well as for the dele- 
gates who will assemble at the Seventeenth Zionist Congress. to 
decide and determine the future policy of the Jewish Agency.” 

The Rt. Hon. D. LLOYD GrorGrE. M.P., wrote: “The English 
Zionist Federation is meeting this vear at a critical moment in the 
history of the Jewish race, It has my cordial wishes in its great 
task.” 

Mr. BENNETT, Premier of Canada, in his message wrote: “One 
cannot but admire the faith and courage which have upheld the 
Jewish people in their long and arduous pilgrimage towards their 
National Home. ‘That difficulties have only inspired new determin. 
ation has been the secret of Jewish achievements throughout 
the ages. Iam sure that in the present circumstances the Federa- 
tion in close and effective co-operation with the Mandatory 
Power will continue its effort.” 

The opening session was presided over by the Rey. J. K. 
GOLDBLOOM, Hon. Vice-President, who welcomed Mr. Chaim Bialik 
on behalf of the Conference, and commented upon the fact that that 
was the tirst Conference of its kind at which they had been honoured 
with the great Hebrew poet's presence. He said that as Jews and 
British citizens it was their duty to protest against an attempt by 
any Government to repudiate obligations which were solemnly 
undertaken. They would continue to protest against the White 
Paper, and would not cease until it was entirely withdrawn. 

Mr. BiALik, in the course of an address in Hebrew, said, despite 
the difficult days through which they were passing, those who were 
living in Eretz Yisracl were neither discouraged nor dismayed. 
They found consolation in the very soil of Palestine. What, however, 
chid trouble the Yishub was lest there should be any despondency 
among the Jews living outside Palestine. Mr. Bialik paid tribute to 
the spirit of the Chalutzim, and in this connection urged that every 
Jew should be ready to set asidea part of his money and possessions 
for the upbuilding of the Holy Land. 

The Annual Report. 

The Rev. M. L. PerLzweic, the Hon. Secretary, presented the 
Annual Report, the introduction of which deals with the Shaw Com- 
mission of Inquiry; the Sir John Hope Simpson Report and the White 
Paper. The Report states that throughout the period of crisis the 
Federation had maintained the closest contact with the Executive 
of the Zionist Organisation and had at all times been ready to take 
such political action as was called for by the necessities of the hour. 

“The year under review,” says the Report, “has been marked by a 
very considerable extension of propaganda activity. Never before has so 
much attention been pail to the needs of our constituent socicties. Old 
societies have been encouraged by the arrangement of courses of addresses, 
dormant societies have been awakened to new life, and new societies 
have been organised in various parts of the country. The way in which 
Zionists have everywhere responded to our appeals for co-operation has 
been most encouraging, and has left no room for doubt that our Movement 
commands a greater measure of support than ever before. The results 
achieved by our Secretaries and Organisers under the direction of the 
Propaganda and Organisation Committee, and the splendid work of our 
Subsidiary Bodies (the Federation of Women Zionists, the Young Zionists, 
and the University Zionist Federation), make it possible for us confidently 
to make the claim that ours is the most strongly organised and widely 
supported Jewish cause in the country. In many provincial Jewish 
centres the supremacy of Zionism is not even challenged,” 

Under the heading of * The Jewish Agency,” the Report says that 
the work of the British Section of the Jewish Agency continued to 
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be very successful. Zionists and non-Zionists had been firmly 
united in the defence of the Mandate, and every political crisis had 
only served to bring them more closely together, The Report, 
referring to the death of Lord Balfour, says that his death, coming 
at a time when his assistance and counsel were most needed, was a 
severe blow to their Cause. Among other matters, mention is made 
of the Youth Movements. Soon after the last Conference, the 
feport points out, the Hon. Officers endeavoured to give effect to 
the resolution with regard to the Chalutzim Movement. A special 
meeting for this purpose was held, to which Messrs. Dennis Cohen, 
Robert B. Solomon and W. Avon were invited. . Following on an 
exhaustive discussion of the possibilities, it was realised that very 
substantial sums would have to be raised if provision was going to 
be made for the settlement of an English group of Chalutzim in 
Palestine. In view of the difficult task to which the Federation 
was already committed, it was decided not to proceed with the 
establishment of a Chalutz Movement in England this year. Under 
the heading of “ Constitution,’ it is. stated that a complete 


4 revision of the Constitution had been carried out by the 
fr Constitution Committee. and the draft had, with some amend- 
j ments. been approved by. the Executive Council acting -under 
’ the special powers granted by the Annual Conference. 


Dealing with the Organisation and Propaganda Committee, the 
report states that by far the most important task with which the 
Committee had to deal was the formation, and in some cases 
the revival, of Zionist Societies. ‘The first part of the session was 
devoted to work in Lendon, where the following Societies were now 
in existence, East London, Golders Green, West Central, North 
London, Shepherd's Bush and Hammersmith, Brixton, East Ham, 
New Cross and Hackney. Steps had been taken to form societies 
in Finsbury Park. North-West London and Stamford Hill. 
Societies had been urged to form Political Committees, to keep local 
Members of Parliament informed of their views, as well as to 
organise lectures and inter-debatées for non-Jewish Societies. 
Organisation Committees had been formed in order to adopt special 
measures calculated to increase the membership of the society and 
Educational Committees, to supervise the arrangement of lectures 
as well as all other propaganda activities of the Society. With 
regard to the Synagogue Council to which fifty-two London Syna- 
gogues and twenty-one Provincial Synagogues are affiliated, the fact 
is mentioned that the Council has continued its traditional 
national work in a manner which has not only contributed to the 
progress of Zionism in England, but bas also materially contributed 
to the success of their fund-collecting agencies. The Report gives 
a list of the public meetings held in London and the Provinces and 
in the concluding passages appeals for renewed activity by all 
Zionists to counteract the challenge of the Colonial Office attitude. 
The Report is signed by the late Lord Melchett, the Rev. J. K. 
Goldbloom and the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig. 

Commenting upon the report. Mr. PERLZWEIG said a very 
important step had been taken in the last twelve months in the 
direction of organising a strong Zionist movement in this country. 
The Political Committee had interviewed many Members of the 
House of Commons on the various matters connected with Palestine. 
they had. seen about 300 Members in all. The relations between 
the English Zionist Federation and the Agency were more 


of the fact that, without sacrificing any of their convictions, they 
had been able to secure the co-operation of so many different 
elements in the life of Anglo-Jewry for the upbuilding of the Jewish 
National Home. During the past year the English Zionist Federa- 
tion had done more for the propagation of Zionist ideals in this 
country than it had ever done in its history. Referring to the 
negotiations taking place between the Government and the Agener. 
he said that one very important aspect of these negotiations was 
that the representatives of the Agency were not empowered to accept 
any terms from the Government. They were only empowered to 
bring terms to Jews throughout the world for their acceptance or 
rejection. 
The Financial Position. 

Mr. PACL GoopMAN, in presenting the accounts, said they had 
spent £500 more than in the previous year. 
and income had increased. The work which the English Zionist 
Federation was carrying on in creating Zionist centres all over the 
country for stimulating interest in Palestine had been recognised 
by the Aeren Hayesod as it had been in previous years and they 
had been allowed to make use of the staff and oflice arrangements 
as 75, Gt. Russell Street without any payment. 

Mr. SIMON MARKS reviewing the position of the Keren Hayesod 
said that if the grave financial situation was not taken in hand 
there might be a greater catastrophe than any White Paper that any 
Government could issue. At the inaugural meeting of the Jewish 
Agency eighteen months ago a budget of £750,000 was adopted. At 
that time the Zionist Organisation had accumulated a series of 
debts amounting to about half-a-million. £150,000 was set aside 
for debt redemption leaving £600,000 for essential Palestine work. 
Then came the August riots and the Emergency Fund and then the 
Wall Street collapse. They ought to pay a tribute to American 
Jewry for what they had done in the past ten or fifteen years to 

save European Jew y. Without their help European Jewry would 
perhaps have g: ne under. . After referring to the findings of the 
Finance Committee’in Berlin, Mr. Marks said that it was revealed 
that they had an amount estimated at £145,000 to meet an expendi- 
ture of £340,000. This meant that if they were to cut down 
and retrench in Palestme considerable hardship would ensue, 
but even if they were to cut down they might save £60,000 
and there would still be an estimated deficit of £140,000,

Mr. Marks said he believed that the changed world economic condi- 
tions had subordinated the political position for the time being. 
Their new politicians said “ Don't collect money.” This was the 
advice of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, which said “ Don’t collect for the 
Keren Hayesod,’ and “Throw the onus on the Government.” 
Another suggestion was © Collect money, but only a reserve; keep it 
back. but throw the onus on the Administration.” The third 
advice was “Change the Executive and all will be well. People 
will donate more freely if they see that Dr. Weizmann is replaced 
by Mr. X.” But all three policies led to non-co-operation with the 
Mandatory Power. The question was “Can we Jews of the world, 
in spite of the adverse conditions rise to the occasion?” Was a 
mere £140,000 going to bring so much ruin and devastation in its 
train? That was the problem for the Conference, and that was the 
problem for the next Congress—not the White Paper. The economic 
position should be within their control. With regard to the Keren 
Hayesod in this country, the amount collected during the period 
under review was £22,286, of which £15,000 had been remitted to 
Palestine. It was a very difficult year indeed. The Emergency 
Fund was inaugurated during that period, and having regard to this 
fact, he thought that Anglo-Jewry ought to be congratulated. If he 
were asked: what was wrong with the Keren Hayesod in this 
country, his reply would be that after so many years of Zionist 
propaganda what was lacking was personal service. ‘Dhis was the 
weakness of the movement. 
‘Ihe Jewish National Fund. 

Mr. P. Horowrrz, B.Sc., in his statement on the Jewish National 
Fund, said that during the past year the Fund had succeeded in 
raising a sum of close on £20,000, and the prospects were that this 
vear a similar sum would be raised by the Jewish National Fund 
for great Britain and Ireland. The Fund was to-day working under 
the shadow of the White Paper. which had singled out the Jewish 
National Fund for criticisms which were as unjustified as they were 
dangerous to its interests. Throughout the country they had been 
endeavouring to raise the whole tone of the Jewish National Fund 
work. and Mr. Ussishkin had gone to America in order to increase 
the means at their disposal for the purpose of purchasing land in 
Palestine. Whatever might be said in the White Paper, nothing 
would deter the Jewish people from-acquiring that amount of land 
which was essential for the upbuilding of the Jewish National Home. 

In the discussion on the Report, Mr. D. KosToris (Manchester) 
urged the need of conducting a personal house-to-house canvass, as 
was being done in Manchester. He presented Mr. Marks with a 
cheque for £500 for the Keren Hayesod on behalf of Manchester. 

Mr. HALEVI, M.Sc., told the Conference that it ought to con- 
centrate not so much upon criticising as upon making constructive 
suggestions. He urged the need of forming an Education Committee 
in every Society, which should make it its business to carry out 
education propaganda in every Jewish household. 

Dr. 1. OLSWANGER said that unless they tried to imbue every Jew 
and Jewess with the Prophetic spirit any propaganda work they 
undertook would not be a success. What was necessary above 
a'l else was the regeneration of Judaism. 

Mr. GOLDENBERG said they were “ going down and down” and 
degenerating into a kind of -Board of Guardians. 

The Rev. Mr. PeruzweiG replied to the debate, after which the 
Report and accounts were adopted. 


Sunday's Session. 

Mr. lL. M. Sierr presided at Sunday morning's session. 

Mr. PauL GoopMan, Chairman of the Political Committee, in 
proposing the political r@Selutions, said: “The Jews are the only 
community in Palestine who are not only willing but positively 
anxious to co-operate with the Government on the basis of the 
Mandate of the League of Nations. The Jews not only bring 
their energy and wealth to the development of the country, but 
they are bent ou a purpose which is eminently pacific and is bound 
to advance the cause of civilisation and social progress. We British 
Jews have least of all the desire that the relationship between the 
Jewish and the British partners in their common historic task in 
Palestine should remain so strained as to require the intefvention 
of even so judicial and competent a body as the Permanent 
Mandates Commission.” 

Government Zionist Parleys. 

Professor Dr. S. BRODETSKY,@member of the World Zionist Execu- 
tive, dealt with the negotiations now proceeding between the Govern. 
ment and the Jewish Agency. There was, he said, a considerable 
body of opinion which considered that these negotiations should not 
have taken place. “The negotiations do not represent an approach 
on the part of the Jewish Agency to the Government,” said Dr. 
Brodetsky. “They are the result of an approach made by the 
When the White Paper was published Dr. Weiz- 
mann resigned and he stopped co-operating with the Colonial Office 
and the Mandatory Power in relation to the Jewish National Home. 
The resignation of the President of the Jewish Agency was an 
expression of his decision not to co-operate with the 
Mandatory Power on the basis of the White Paper which 
had been issued. No attempt was made to re-establish contact with 
the Government. On the contrary, we felt that the resignation of 
Dr. Weizmann meant that we should not resume co-operation until 
steps had been taken by the Government whereby the policy of the 
White Paper should not stand as the policy of the Mandatory Power. 
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It was only when the Prime Minister invited Dr. Weizmann and 
come of his colleagues to meet him anda sub-Committee of the 
Government that the question of negotiations became practical 
politics.” At the time of the invitation (the speaker proceeded) 
the Actions Committee and the Political Committee of the 
Jewish Agency were meeting in London, and the decision to 
accept the invitation of the Government was not taken by Dr, 
Weizmann on his own responsibility, buéf was accepted on the 
authority of the Actions Committee of the Zionist Organisation and 
the Political Committee of the Jewish Agency. Dr. Weizmann was 
requested by the Actions Committee, after full discussion of the 
position, to continue administrating the affairs of the Zionist 
Organisation until the next Congress and a Committee was 
appointed to act with the Executive of the Zionist Organisation 
to ensure that negotiations with the Government were carried on 
on a proper basis. The Actions Committee and the Political 
Committee laid down certain fundamental principles upon which 
the negotiations should be based; they were not being carried 
out upon the personal authority of the President or his colleagues, 
The “Mixed’’ Agency “Considerable Trouble.” 
One important fact which had emerged from the experience of the 
last couple of months was of great importance to the future work of 
the Jewish Agency and the Zionist Organisation—the extraordinary 
difficulty caused by the existence of practically two different supreme 


authorities in relation to Palestine work. Zionists naturally looked | 


upon the Congress and the Actions Committee as being their repre- 
sentatives and responsible for the work in Palestine. As a result of 
the enlarged Agency not only the financial but the political work 
was a special concern of the various bodies that constitute the 
Agency. That duality had lately been a source of considerable 
trouble. The negotiations represented the first occasion for ten 
years Or more on which it had been possible for representatives 
of the Jewish people to meet leading members of the British 
Cabinet for the purpose of dealing with the policy of the Jewish 
National Home. The essence of the step taken by the Cabinet 
was to.make the problem of Palestine a Cabinet problem 
and not a Colonial Office problem. With regard to the phrase 
“not upon the basis of the White Paper,” it was absurd 
to suppose that they must not mention the White Paper or 
point out in what respect it wasa violation of the upbuilding 
of the Jewish National Home, but that principle carried these 
two sub-principles: (1),; They could not be content, they could 
not look forward as a solution of the present difficulty, to a 
sort of correction or supplementary statement saying that the 


White Paper was bad here and needed correction there. That 
would involve the acceptance of the White Paper as a whole. 
(2) The second sub-principle was that they did not negotiate about 
those matters which were contained in the White Paper, but upon 
the whole policy of the Jewish National Home. They were sfill in a 
position in which it was impossible to forecast what was likely to be 
the result, but he personally looked forward with a certain amount 
of confidence to their successful termination. Dr. Brodetsky said 
he thought it would be a good thing for Zionists to try to summarise 
what it was they objected to in the White Paper and what it was 
they wanted. If they read the White Paper carefully they would 
find that there were three main features which: were absolutely 
unacceptable and which made the whole of the White Paper 
impossible as a basis for co-operation between the Jewish Agency 
and the Mandatory Power. (1) the tone of the White Paper (2) the 
legal theory, by which he meant the interpretation of the Mandate 
and, (3) practical policy, such as immigration; land purchase, con- 
stitutional changes and so on, 


The Political Discussion. 


In the course of the discussion which followed, Mr. BARNETT 


JANNER said unless they could establish complete confidence in the 


people supporting their various funds they would have difficulty 
in organising those funds in such a manner that they would be 
permanent and continuous, 

Mrs. Sterr said that just as they worked out a policy of a 
British Mandate so their leaders should work out an’Arab policy. 
Their work must vot be built up on British bayonets, but on a 
policy. They must demand that their leaders work out a Radical 
Arab policy. ii 

Mr. GOLDENBERG took Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues to task 
for having “ bungled” matters. It was ironical, he said, that those 
who were 100 per cent. Zionists should be called Revisionists, and 
those who had, in fact, revised the original aims of Zionism, were 
known as Zionists. 

Mr. P. Horowi?rz said he was strongly opposed to negotiations 
heing entered into by the Zionist Executive with the Government. 
In his opinion it was a tactical and a tragic blunder to, have entered 
into negotiations without making it clear that the White Paper as 
it stood would in no circumstances be accepted. But as a disciplined 
Zionist he accepted lovally the decision of the Actions Committee. 
Mr. Horowitz also criticised the English Zionist Federation for not 
standing behind the Palestine Protest Committee in the recent 
Whitechapel election.

Young Mizrachi Annual Conference. 
PALESTINE THE HOPE OF JUDAISM. 

The Fourth Annual Conference of the Young Mizrachi Organisa.- 
tion, opened at Jews’ College, on Thursday of last week. Mr. E, 
HALEVY, the President for the past year, opened the Conference. 

Greetings were conveyed by Rabbi Meir Berlin. leader of the 
World Mizrachi Organisation ; Mr. Alexander Rubens, LL.B. 
(Mizrachi Central Committee); Mr. R. I. Minecovitch, M.A., B.Sc. 
(Jewish National Fund) ; Mr. Simons (Association of Young Zionist 
Societies) and the Rey. Birenbaum (English Zionist Federation). 

The election of the Presidium resulted as follows: Rabbi Meir 
Berlin, Hon. President ; Rabbi L. Rabinowitz, M.A... Messrs. 
Alexander Rubens, LL.B. and Eli Cashdan, M.A., Vice-Presidents ; 
the Rey. J. Halpern, Messrs. A. M. Hurwitz, LL.B. (Leeds), I. Rozen. 
berg, M. Persoff, Saul Amias, Chairmen. 

Dr. M. FISHER presided at the opening session, at which Rabbi 
Meir Berlin delivered an address in Yiddish, in the course of which 
he said that a good deal of what had been created in Palestine had

been done through and with the detffacht. To-day they could say 
without the slightest exaggeration that Jewry in Fretz Visracl was 
able to exert a good influence over the Jews of other countries and 
was. indeed. the axis on which world-Jewry revolved. In 
Palestine. Judaism was increasing in strength, while in other 
countries it was on the wane. They must make Palestine 
Jewry as great quantitatively as it was qualitatively. Their 
movement was not merely a Chebra but a political party whose 
voice made itself heard. The Mizrachi began with four 
hundred children in its schools; to-day the number of children 
under its control was no less than 7,000, They had their own 
wats NS and various other institutions connected with Jewish 
religious life. They also had their own Workmen's Organisation as 
well as the Mizrachi Bank. Rabbi Berlin appealed to his hearers to 
do everything possible to strengthen their ranks, to make sacrifices 
if necessary, and td go out to Palestine to help in the great work 
which they were doing there. 

Dr. FisHer also urged the need for making sacrifices, and said 
that the tragedy of all their endeavours was that they allowed their 
enthusiasm at meetings to evaporate when those meetings were 
over. The building up of Eretz Yisrael would not depend upon the 
Balfour Declaration—all the Powers in the world could not take 
away from the Jew what was bis by right. Palestine was never given 
to them by any particular country—it was not theirs because the 
Balfour Declaration was issued, but because it belonged to them. 

Mr. L. RosESwerG, of Manchester, presided at the second session 
of the day. 

Mr. E. Hatevy, Chairman of the Executive, in reporting on the 
work done during the past vear, stated that new Societies had been 
formed in Newcastle, Gateshead and Swansea. The Swansea 
Society. was founded through the efforts of the Rev. J. Weintrobe B.A., 
past President of the Organisation. The Young Mizrachi had 
assisted in raising iti this country the sum of £800 for Mizrachi 
work in Eretz Yisrael. 

Mr. S. TURETSKY presented the Balance-Sheet, showing a satis- 
factory balance in hand. ) 

; Mr. I. ROSENBERG reported on the work of the Midland Council 
and mentioned the important work carried on by that body, in 


arranging inter-functions among the various Societies in the 


Midlands and North of England, in setting up the Newcastle and 
Gateshead branches and successfully organising the Summer 
School at Old Colwyn. 

Mr. R. WeINSCHENKER greeted the Conference in the name of 
the Mizrachi World Union. He reported that there were over 2,000 
organised Mizrachi Chalutcim in Eretz Yisrael.

Staging a Weizmann “ Come-Back.” 
A POLITICAL SURPRISE BEFORE CONGRESS MEETS. 


JEWISH M.P. ON SHECHITA STANDING COMMITTEE, 
(From our Parliamentary Correspondent). 


In influential Zionist circles there is, I learn, frequent discus. 
sion upon the future leadership of the Zionist Movement. It is, of 
course, being assumed that Dr. Weizmann will adhere to his resigna- 
tion, but I know of no real reason for such an assumption. As a 
matter of fact, a very powerful group of English Zionists are already 
planning a coup dctat in support of Dr. Weizmann, when the forth- 
coming Zionist Congress actually meets. Everything, I am assured. 
is being stage-managed for a great and spectacular pro-Weizmann 
victory which will take the form of a big, heroic sort of “ come- 
back,’ as it is usually described in sporting parlance. Nevertheless. 
for the time being, the names of several prominent Zionists are 
being suggested as likely to succeed Dr. Weizmann. While all these 
speculations are taking place, there is a tendency to overlook the 
certainty that surprisingly important events of a political character 
will take place before Congress opens. 

Commander Kenworthy, M.P.. has for several vears been 
recognised in Parliamentary circles as a consistent and effective 
champion of Jewish interests in the House of Commons. The 
energetic Member for Central Hu!l is a very busy Parliamentarian, 
but he always finds time to deal with Jewish grievances which can 
be ventilated in the Chamber. His opposition to Lord Passfield’s 
White Paper policy has been frank and outspoken, and he was 
responsible for raising the matter at a recent meeting of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party, when he presented the Jewish side of 
the controversy in a speech which Labour Members who were 
present describe as admirable. They also tell me that Lord Pass- 
field’s reply on that occasion was feeble and evasive. 


Dr. Phillips and Zionism. 


I understand that Pr. Marion Phillips, the Labour Member for 
Sunderland, has undergone an almost unrecognisable transforma- 
tion in her views on the Jewish problem. It will be recalled that 
she began her Parliamentary career more than a year ago as a 
pronounced Assimilationist and anti-Zionist. Nowadays, however, 
she is one of the foremost pro-Zionist Members in the House, and I 
um reliably informed that in private conversations which Labour 
Members have had with Lord Passtield, Dr. Phillips has played a 
conspicuous part as a resourceful critic of the White Paper. In the 
Whitechapel by-election she spoke in support ‘of the Labour candi- 
date for tactical reasons, and not because her hostility to the White 
Paper has in any way diminished. Irom the Jewish point of view, 
at any rate, Dr. Puillips, so long as she sits in Parliament, is likely 
to become an increasingly useful member. 

i hear that the recent editorial criticism in Tur Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, which drew attention to the failure of the Deputies 
to anticipate the fierce attack on S/hechita in the House of 
Commons the other week, has had its effect, and that prompt and 
alequate steps have been taken to avoid a recurrence. I am now 
informed that an appeal has been made by the Deputies to 
Mr. Michael Marcus, M.P., to join the Parliamentary Standing Com- 
mittee, to which the Slaughter of Animals Bill has been referred, in 
order to speak in defence of Shechita if the attack is resumed in the 
Committee stage of the Bill. Mr. Marcus has, I understand, agreed 
to serve on! that Committee; and in the not unlikely event of an 
amendment being submitted for the purpose of deleting the clause 
which exempts Shechita from the scope of the Bill, a spirited and 
reasoned defence of the Jewish method is expected from the Member 
for Dundee, 


The Zionist Revisionist Programme. 
WILLINGNESS TO ASSUME LEADERSHIP. 


The Executive and the Council of the Zionist Revisionist World 
Organisation have met in Berlin to consider the present political 
situation and the preparations for the next Zionist Congress. The 
meeting approved of the work of the Executive in connection with 
the White Paper, as well as the attitude adopted by the Zionist 
Revisionist members at the last meeting of the Actions Committee. 

As regards the next Zionist Congress, the meeting decided to 
launch a strong election campaign in favour of Zionist Revisionist 
principles. -In the first place, the Zionist Revisionists will declare 
themselves in favour of a Jewish majority both in Palestine and in 
Transjordania and for the establishment of an autonomous Com- 


monwealth in the whole of Palestine. They will also demand the 


reorganisation of the non-Zionist section of the Jewish Agency on 
democratic lines with the election of the non-Zionist members by a 
Jewish Congress. 


The Revisionists declare themselves to be willing, if the Con- 


gress adopts the Revisionist programme, to assume the leadership 
of the Movement, together with any other Zionist groups prepared 
LO co-operate with them. 


Finance Committee of the Jewish Agency. 
FURTHER ECONOMY RECOMMENDED. 
From a Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 

The Finance Committee of the Jewish Agency has met in Berlin, 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Oscar Wassermann, to consider the 
precarious position of Zionist finances in Palestine. Dr. Bernhard 
Kahn, Dr. Hexter, Dr. Soloweitchick, the Warsaw Zionist leader, 
Mr. Levite and several leading German Zionists participated in the 
deliberations. The Committee considered Dr. Bernard Kahn's 
report on the situation. The American Zionist problem in connec- 
tion with the financial crisis in the United States, the decisions 
adopted in America concerning the Palestine Drive, as well as the 
general position of the American Zionist Organisation, were carefully 
considered. The entire situation in America is causing much 
anxiety to the Committee. 

As regards Europe, the Committee found that the Keren Hayesod 
collections were so far comparatively satisfactory. 

Although the Zionist Actions Committee and the Administrative 
Committee of the Jewish Agency have already adopted a curtailed 
budget at their summer sessions, the Finance Committee was 
obliged to recommend further economy in the Jewish Agency budget 
in Palestine, and the new plan of economy prepared by it will be 
submitted to the Executive of the Agency for its consideration,

Co-epetative Credits for Palestine. 
THE STRICKLAND REF ORT. 

The Palestine Government has issued the Report of Mr. C. F, 
Strickland, LC.S., who has been Registrar of Co-operative Societies 
in the Punjab, and who visited Palestine last July “ to study the 
economic position of the fellaheen and to instruct the officers of the 
District Administration and the fellaheen as to the objects and 
methods of the working of co-operative credit societies. 

The Report points out that the fundamental problem is how to 
release the small Arab cultivator, or fellah, from the entanglements 
of debt in which he has become involved partly through his ignorance 
and easy-going temperament and partly through causes beyond his 
control. The total amountof debt has been estimated at £2.000,000 
spread over about 90.000 families. Mr. Strickland recommends 
that as the first essential for the betterment of the Arab fellah’s 
condition is to provide him with current resources through a 
co-operative credit society, the system known in Germany as the 
* Raffeisen Society ” should be introduced among the fellaheen, 

Mr. Strickland does not favour the idea of joint Arab-Jewish 
co-operative societics. He does not feel that, whatever the good- 
will of the Jewish organisers, the Arab members are regarded as 
being on a level with the other members of the society. In the 
interests of the existing Jewish co-operative institutions, he suggests 

ore systematic auditing aud stricter application of regulations. 
He thinks that the bulk of the Jewish societies show a healthy 
spirit and advocates a Jewish “ Co-operative Council” and audit 
unions: he also suggests a “consortium” of the existing Jewish 
banks concerneil with long-term loans for rural development, or a 
new mortgage bank ‘to be set up by them jointly. A similar 
mortgage bank for non-Jews is not feasible until the proposed 
* Raffeisen "’ societies have been-in operation for some ten or fifteen 
vears and accumulated capital and experience. He adds that he is 
“immovably convinced” that an agricultural bank in Palestine 
would be as great an evil as any Government could introduce. 

The only alternative is a Government Loan Fund “ from which 
advances should be made with full knowledge and supervision.” In 
order to finance the Loan Fund, the Government's share in the 
suggested Jewish Mortgage Bank, and the short-term advances to 
co-operative societies,:it will be necessary for the Palestine Govern- 
ment to raise a loan. Mr. Strickland suggests in the first place a 
sum of £1,000,000. of which a quarter should be offered to the 
Jewish ¢ ommunity.

The Inconsistency of ‘“ Liberal” Judaism. 
From Mr. J. D. LEVESON, B.Sc. 


To the Editor of Tar Jewish CHRONICLE. 

“th, ~ Your recent correspondence on the utterances of Dr. Montefiore 
and Dr, Salis Daiches, the champions of * Liberal” and Orthodox Judaism 
respectively, reached a very interesting stage in the observations of Mr. 
Joseph Finn. This gentleman introduced a little of the Philosophy of 
- Religion in an attempt to justify both parties, but he makes a number of 
propositions and inferences which are not quite true, 

Hie stated that: “ All creeds are mere manifestations of Religion.” 
But it would be more correct to say that: “All creeds are primarily 
ranifestations of Religion.” My alteration makes all the difference to the 
inference we Can legitimately draw; for although all creeds are primarily 
based on the need*for giving expression toe religious feclings, this is 
neither their sole nor their most important characteristic. Every 
organised religion is built up with a vast structure of tradition and ritual, 
which characterise it and give it its distinctive form of worship. And in 
the special case of Judaism this superstructure is particulariy important, 
and has its foundation in epoch-marking events of Jewish history, which 
it would be very deplorable to depreciate. 

I therefore cannot accept Mr. Finn's conclusion in reference to Dr, 
Montefiore and Dr. Daiches, that: “ Sufficient is the fact that each is 
tatisiied with his own belief.” It is far from sufficient. For the loss of so 
much traditional Jewish practice must inevitably rob the “ Liberal ” mode 
of worship of all characteristic Jewish form. I am thus compelled to 
agree with Dr. Daiches that “ Liberal * Judaism is inconsistent, in that its 
worship is more “ Liberal” than Jewish. 

I agree with Mr. Finn that religious feeling itself is innate in every 


man, but I cannot agree that: “The particular creed which will satisfy . 


his inborn religious craving depends on the temperament of the individual,” 
nor that: “ The belief is the result of temperament.” In general, a man 
satisfies his religious intuition by continuing the form of worship in which 
he has been bred, and which bas the very strong claims of ancestral 
connections upon him. In Judaism the bonds of sentiment are particu- 
larly strong owing to its very tragic history, and therefore any tendency 
to weaken them by dropping established ritual as in “ Liberal” worship, 
is much to be regretted,

Thearticleon Teur in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE SUPPLE- 
MENT of last week is very interesting. The Rev. M. S. Simmons seemsto 
take exception to the expression Fane Pan ny>— When thou shalt have 
prepared a slaughter.” Ile evidently feels that such sentiments should 
be unworthy of great men: but we must remember that our poem is not 
one of peace, nor was it written by the author in times of peace for Israc, 
as Mr. Simmons so ably shows. It is rather a song of victory, concluding 
with a prayer for compicte victory ending in a permanent peace. 

What will Mr. Simmons say of the last verse, which has been omitted 
from our English Prayer-Books but is still to be found. printed in nearly 
all Dutch Siddurim? = T presume this verse is unknown tothe reverend 
ventieman, as he has not commented on it. It reads: 

Tay Mops 8373 
The acrostic is Mv*v3¢%"""S Mordecai ; 
the word PTR conclusion. 

This last verse seems to me to be the keynote of the whole song. 
Mordecai’s hope is in prayer. His desire is to behold a Temple perma- 
nently restored with its first sacrifice that of the Thank-offering. His 
mind dwells on Isracl’s past history, Egypt when God “ prepared the 
slaughter” and brought forth the m53D. The m53D, the precious people, 
established a Temple and dedicated an altar. But it is not permanent, 
for Babylon conquers. Again there is hope for Israel, the return begins. 
Once Persia “prepares a slaughter,” but Israel is delivered. 
Then Greece “ prepares a slaughter,” and Judas the Maccabee delivers 
us, and the Altar is once more dedicated. But the Geulo is not 
final. Mordecai thinks of Rome, of the Crusaders and of the future 
persecutions to follow. Ht-is_yearning for the permanent rededication 
of the Altar, for the Altar is tha symbol of peace: He sees no way to 
peace, no way to the restoration but through a war to end war. Hence his 
expression M3QR PSM and hence his concluding verse: “ Baye thy 
holy arm, and bring near the time of redemption. Avenge athy 
servants on tyrants and wicked people. For the time is long and 
there is no end to the season of evil. I should be grateful to Mr. 
bimmons if he would explain the last line of the concluding verse 
myaw opm S¥a I feel that Chanucah is. 
celebrated because of a victory in war, which led to the rededication of 
the Altar, the symbol of peace. Mr. Simmotis’ suggested alteration of 
the first verse of Maoz Teur is ingenious, his ideal of peace is a high ideal, 


but I fail to see how one can connect it with a celebration of victory in 
war,

Proposed Federation. 


ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE TO BE HELD. 

Councillor ARTHUR HOWITT presided last Sunday at a Confer. 
ence of a number of Jewish Youth Organisations held at the Great 
Synagogue Hall, St. James's Place. The bodies represented inc!uded 
the Association of Young Zionist Societies, the Council for Jewish 
Adult Education, the Union of Young Israel Societies, the University 
of London Jewish Students Union, the Union of Jewish Graduates, 
the Habonim, Chebra Ben Zakkai, Bar Cochba, the World Maccabee 
Organisation, and a number of Provincial institutions. A large 
number of Literary Societies sent delegates, but neither the Union 
of Jewish Literary Societies nor the Association for Jewish Youth 
accepted the invitation. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Conference was convened in order 
to see Whether it was not possible to bring into being a Central 
Council, which should find a common formula under which identical 
work could be carried on united!y by the Jewish Youth Organisa- 
tions, and in order that new, vital, and constructive work could be 
planned and put into being. To many the need was paramount for 
the centralisation of activity, and thus they were anxious to create 
an organisation which had the authority to speak for the whole of 
the Jewish Youth. The Conference wus not eonvened in any sense 
of antagonism to existing organisations, but they desired to bring 
all of them into friendly relations with each other. | 

A number of congratulatory messages were read from Dayan 
Dr. Feldman, Mr. O. E. d’'Avigdor Goldsmid, the Mayor of Stepney, 
Mr. Neville Laski, K.C, Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman, Mr. Herbert M. 
Adler, M.A., and Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B. A number of 
organisations which were not able to be represented sent messages 
pledging their support to a Federa‘ion if onewere brought into being. 

Prof. Dr. SELIG BRODETSKY said that he ardently supported the 
proposal that a Federation becreated which would bringa sense of unity 
into the ranks of the youth. It would be animportant step forward. 

Miss ,NETTIE ADLER, J.P... L.C.C., suggested persuading 
the Association for Jewish Youth. to broaden its scope. 
She thought, as well, that it would do those administering the 
Association a good deal of good to be brought into touch with other 
clements, particularly the Young Zionists and Young Israel. The 
suggestion that a new Youth Centre should be set up was to be 
deprecated, when money was needed for so many different communal 
causes. The Centre shortly to be established at Tavistock Square 
would be associated with University teaching and it was more than 
advisable if those connected with the present movement which she 
understood largely came from the East End, were brought into 
touch with the University element. She suggested that the scheme 
be postponed for the time being. 


Mr. H. NEWMAN moved the following resolution: 

That this Conference resolves to create a Federation representing all 
sections of Jewish Youth in Great Britain which shall (a) co-ordinate the 
activities of affiliated bodies wherever possible; (b) represent Jewish Youth in 
communal affairs; (c) arrange for the participation of affiliated bodies tn work 
for the furtherance of Judaism and for the welfare of the Jewish people. 


Mr. Newman gaid that the conference was representative in its 
character, containing many of the important Youth €ganisations. 
The Association for Jewish Youth was not a representative body of 
the whole of the Youth, nor did it claim to be such, since it only 
contained the Jewish Club and Brigade movements. They desired 
to create an organisation which would not be one-sided or static, but 
which would have a driving force. They were anxious to co-ordinate 
the activities of the various bodies without interfering with local 
administration. | 

Alderman A. A. Kersuaw, in seconding the motion, said that 
while the A.J.Y. was chiefly concerned with clubs in which they 
built up the character of the young people, they were not particu- 
larly concerned whether they were moulding the Jewish character. 
The Association did not express the opinion of the Youth, but was 
merely the mouthpiece of the Managers who ran the clubs. 

Mr. S. A. DompB asked whether the attitude of the United Syna- 
vogue had been ascertained. 

Mr. ERNEST LESSER said that he thought the movement some- 
what premature. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER supported the resolution, and said that the 
Federation it was intended to create would prevent the perceptible 
drift away from Jewry and Judaism. ‘The Federation would be of 
extreme value and would not trespass upon the work of the A.J.Y.; 
but would be of assistance to it. 

Miss ADLER moved, and Mr. Lesser seconded, an amendment 
that the questi be postponed until the Association for Jewish 
Youth had been consulted. 

Mr. Leon SIMON said that the A.J.Y. was not an Association of 
Jewish Youth, but for Jewish Youth. He thought that the Com- 
munity would gain by baving the representative voice of its youth 
expressed. He felt very keenly that it was a grave reflection that 
the Communal Centre authorities, in the outline of their scheme, 
never gave a thought to the Youth. 

Mr. Jutivs Juna said that it was a lamentable to reflect upon 
the way in which the Community ignored its duty to the Youth. 

After a further discussion in which Miss F. Lyons (Manchester), 
Mr. H, Sacks, Mr. Norman Collins (Leeds), Mr. H. Bakex, (Manchester) 
and Mr, J. Mendelowitch took part. 
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Mr. Hi, NEWMAN moved, and Mr. H. Sacks seconded the following 
resolution which was carried unaminously : 


This Confe rence affirms its belief in the necessity for joint and co-ordinated 
action by all Jewish Youth Organisations. 


After an appeal from the Chairman, the conference agreed to 


accept Miss Adler's amendment in the following revised form : 

“e Phat the question of promoting a Federation of Jewish Youth organisations 
ve postponed nntil a round table conference has been held with the various 
youth organisations and the Association for Jewish Youth. 


The amendment was seconded by Mr. Wellesley Aron and carried. 

The following were appointed as a Committee: Alderman A, 
Kershaw and Messrs. Wellesley Aron, Ernest Lesser, H. Newman, H. 
Sacks and Lionel Schalit. It was further decided to reconvene the 
Conference after the round table discussion. 


Songs About Jews. 


From Mr. M. J. LANDA.

SIR, ~—May l append a few remarks to the interesting article by Mr. 
Rumyaneck in your Supplement of last week on the pedlar and other songs 
of more than a century ago? IT have dug up a large number that are not 
reproduced in the Universal Songster. Two things have struck me very 
forcibly—the absence of any reference to the glazier, a once familiar 
Jewish itinerant figure, and the complete lack of appreciation of the 
courage of the Jewish pedlar, which not infrequently amounted to daring 
adventure. Some are known to have met atragic fate.. The pedlar song 
Writers appear to have known only the hawkers of the town. 

In the course of my delving into hundreds of ill-printed old song sheets 
at the British Museum, I was delighted, however, to come across a 
protesting note against the stream of scurrility, deepened at times by 
unquotable obscenity, It took the form of a parody by an anonymous 
Writer in 1810,

Ministers and “ Mercenary Ideas.” 
From Mr. MARCUS SHLOIMOVITZ. 
To the Epiror oF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

5ik,~ 1 have for a long time been keenly, and I trust impartially 
concerned, by the growing tendency ou the part of Jewish Ministers to 
regard their sacred office from a commercial standpoint. In no other 
department of life so much as in religion is it necessary to subordinate 
the worldly-wise motive and interest. It is regrettable to see a capable 
Minister drawn away from work in a particular congregation by the cold 
hand of ambition—granted even that a further field of Activity awaits his 
guidance—but at a more munificcnt remuneration. I see Ministers who, 
though in receipt of a handsome salary, are yet capable of being bought 
off from their labours by an attractive proposition elsewhere. The 
spirit of such ambition so laudable perhaps in other walks of life is a 
blemish and reproach to the Ministry, and does not render Religion 
attractive to the younger generation who seek for loftier ideals in 
Ministers. 

It would be a praiseworthy modern feature if the young aspirants to 
the Anglo-Jewish Ministry were inculcated with the sole idea of religious 
fervour, with the sparkling vigour of our ancient ideals, the spirit of self 
denial, and regarded religion as their calling and not their profession. 

It is a distressing and frequent occurrence that our present day 
spiritual guides have a decided preference for attending functions where 
a /argesse is forthcoming. Voluntary service is taboo even in instances 
where from lack of funds it is not possible to make an offering. An 
intense religious ardour for the furtherance of religious truths with the 
disdain of mercenary ideas should be a sin¢ qua non of a Minister,

West London Synagogue and Barmitzvah. 


From Rabbi J. NEWMAN. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
wit,- The report of the proceedings at the General Meeting cf the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews, published in thé columns of 


your last issuc, gives much food for thought, even to those sections 
of Anglo Jewry that co not subscribe to the tenets of Berkeley Street. 
The report states, that a resolution which practically aimed at 


abolishing the “ceremony” of Barnitzvah, was put before the meeting. 
The reason for this, as enunciated by Dr. Clande Montefiore, is, “ because 
no boy was adequately mature for the very solemn service of confirmation, 
at the age of thirteen.” 

In the eves of Reform Jews, then, the attainment of Barmitevah has 
fas you have pointed ont) become a “ confirmation ceremony.” This view 
of Barmitcvah is but a natural consequence of the idea current in Anglo- 
Jewish Orthodox circles, that at the attainment of the age of thirteen by 
a Jewish boy a ceremony isto be held in his honour called the Parmilevakh 
It Barmitcvah has deteriorated, among Orthodox 
Jews, to & mere empty ceremony, that it still retains its popularity in 
Anglo Jewish circles. The average Anglo-Jew loves a ceremony even 
when-as is true in most cases—it is devoid of any spirituality or of 
deep inner feeling. This is the reason why in England, Judaism has 
been banished from the home, the office and the street, to the 
Synagogue; while even in this last refuge, it is not expected to be 
practised seriously, but merely to serve as a means for staging beautiful 
services on certain Sabbaths, Holydays and special occasions. 

[Instead of the Larmnitevah serving as a turning point in a boy's life, 
when all that had been taught him, both by example and precept, should 
he put into practice, the ceremony being merely the outcome of the 
father's inner spiritual joy on his son reaching the age when personal 
consciousness in observing the tenets of Judaism are expected of him 
and the observance of which will lead him to an understanding of their 
true spirituality ; instead of that, it has become a mere empty ceremony 
of one day’s duration. The Barmitzvah boy, being neither taught. nor 
expected to practise that which his parents neither practise nor keep, 
fails to see where the spirituality of the ceremony lies and looks forward 
to his Parimiterah merely because of the presents that will be showered 
upon him. Being merely a ceremony, perilously approaching the conse- 
cration ceremonies of our non-Jewish environment, it has been the cause 
for the demand of drawing the two still closer together, by-including girls 
in the consecration, or as they are called, confirmation services. 

The efficacy of the Parmitevah ceremony, as now practised, is being 
logically challenged by the Reform Jews, and the answer of Orthodoxy 
to this should be, not merely a controversy as to the effectiveness of the 
ceremony, but a return to its traditional origin-—that it is the culminating 
point in a boy's life, when all that had been taught him of Jewish tradi. 
iion. both by example and precept, should be put into practice.

INQUESTS.—Lasi week an inquest was held at Westminster on Miss 
Esther Julia Telfer, aged 42, who practised as a solicitor with her father 
in Basinghall Street, E.C.. and who was found unconscious at the Turkish 
Baths in Northumberland Avenue, W.C., on December 18th.

Dr. Braxton Hicks, of 
Westminster Hospital, said that the cause of death was an overdose 
of medinal. Mr. Ingleby Oddie, the Coroner: Would the fact of her having 
a Turkish bath end being exposed to heat intensify the effect of the drag ? 
The doctor: It would. The Coroner, recording a verdict of “death by 
misadventure,” said that the father’s theory that Miss Telfer took the drug 
to enable her to have a good night's rest was an intciligent one, and was 
borne out by the medical evidence. 

At Leeds recently, an inquest was held on Mrs. BeTsy RUDMAN (76), 
of Byron Street. who dicd at Leeds Jewish Hospital from scalds received 
at a Home for Aged Jews. A charwoman at the Home said that she 
assisted Mrs. Rudman to her bath and she left her for a short time. When 
she returned she found her with water running down her head. 
Apparently she had been in the bath and had thrown water over ae 2 
Mrs. Rudman said: “I have scalded myself: now I can go to” the 
hospital.” Lily Burkman, the matron at the Home, said that 
Mrs. Rudman imagined that she was ill and was always wanting 
to be attended by doctors and go into hospital. Several dectors had 
examined her and found that there was nothing wrong with her. The 
Coroner had asked the Matron if Mrs. Rudman was sane, when her son, 
lerael, said: “I object to this evidence about my mother's sanity.” The 
Coroner : If she was insane [ would return a verdict of suicide while of 
vnsound mind. The Matron: She was quite sane. The Coroner: If, as 
you say, she was sane, I can return the only possible verdict of suicide, 
You can object as much as you like. 

The inquest on Mrs. Sanau Gratorsky, aged 58, of Cable Street, Stepney, 
who (as mentioned in our lest issue) was knocked down and killed by a car 
eccupied by four bandits, was opened at the London Hospital. Dr. Guthrie, 
the coroner, adjourned the inquest until January 13th, to give the police

Jewish Friendly Society Movement. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCES OF ORDERS, 
our Correspondent. | 

With three of the Orders meeting in annual conference the 
affairs of a large section of the movement have come under review. 
Although there are no large-scale plans in prospect, there is quiet 
and determined concentration on improving machinery and over- 
hauling administration. The three Orders concerned—the Achei 
Brith, Grand Order Sons of Jacob and Order of Ancient Maccabeans— 
function fa an identical way, but their aspirations cannot be said to 
be similar, which illustrates the varied character of Jewish Friendly 
Societies, 

The Achei Brith desires to play a part in the life of the Jewish 
Community not less influential than that of any other Jewish 
Organisation. It has made great strides since the War, and its 
membership on the voluntary and State sides exceeds 20,000 which, 
I believe, makes it now the largest Jewish Society. Under the 
experienced Chairmanship of Mr. B. A. Fersht, a Commission of 
Inquiry lias been set up to investigate all the possibilities of develop- 
ment and improvement. Lieut.-Col. Charles Waley Cohen, President 
of the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies, was the Order's 
guest at a dinner held last week to celebrate the Annual Conference, 
Col. Waley Cohen, who gave the Order much sound advice. stressed 
the importance once again of better auditing which was fundamental 
to the safety of the Movement. He did not hesitate to urge the 
employment of chartered accountants and to decry the continued 
dependence on collectors, in whose hands the idealism of the Move- 
ment was lost, Mr. 5. Binderman, who held the Grand Presidency 
for a second time, received a presentation. 

Nothing daunts the ardour of the Grand Order Sons of Jacob, 
with its 6,000 combined membership. A legacy now administered 
by the Order in the form of a Ladies’ Convalescent Home near 
Brighton, has led to the formation of a Ladies’ Guild whose mem.- 
bers are to pay regularly for the maintenance of this new addition 
to Jewish Institutions. But the Sons of Jacob desire to press on, 
and at the present time the Order is pursuing negotiations with 
the Association for separate provision on behalf of the orphan 
children of members of Jewish Friendly Societies. To judge by the 
Order's Annual Report, the attitude of the Association is not suffi. 
ciently brisk. 

At the Annual Convention of the Order of Ancient Macca- 
beans, the principal discussions took place on the subject of 
Zionism. While the Order is a normal Friendly Society, its primary 
purpose may be said to be-the furtherance of the Jewish National 
Cause. Much good work las been achieved in Manchester where 
the local Zionist bodies are all housed together, and the Order now 
feels that the time has arrived to concentrate upon a single piece 


of work in Palestine which would always remain a symbol of 
Maccabean activity. |

THE DYBBUK (Phenix). 

The Habimah Players are providing London with such a stirring 
dramatic experience as rarely comes its way. Emotional acting, 
particularly Jewish acting, nearly always ruins its artistic effect by over: 
statement: but these actors are artists before they are anything else, 
so that their fervours of joy and pain and prayer, jtheir passions of love 
and despair never seem to be simulations but the inevitable climaxes 
of their inner emotional life. Ansky’s play is mystical, romantic, fantastic, 
the story of the sonl of a man entering the body of the woman he loves 
and refusing to be drawn out until it is exorcised by the solemn ritual of 
the Law. “The tourobbing reality of the play is somehow brought out 
through the heightening of the mysticism, as the deformed squalor and 
starving debasement of the amazing crowd of beggars is accentuated 
by the fantastically exaggerated make-up of their faces. 

The production of the Habimah Players was brilliant, the lighting of 
the Synagozue in the first act being especially effective. One fault which 
marred one of the most tense moments was the sounding of the S/ofar to 
exorcise the demon. which instead of being reproduced as a strident, 
terrifying blast, was a thin and feeble trill. And this is the only fault that 
I can find. Ina company that isso much more like a perfectly attuned 
orchestra than a group of individual players, it can honestly be said that 
the smallest part is moulded with as much care as the biggest, but 
the acting of Z. Friedland as Chanan, of A. Rovina as Leah and B. 
Tschemerinsky as Rabbi Asriel, was especially moving. Though the play 
is in Hebrew the acting makes every movement and word so vivid that 
there can surely be no difficulty in following the meaning for those 
unacquainted with the language. However, it is a pity that no mention 
is made in the synopsis of the Messenger, whose place must. be rather 
difficult to determine because he is a kind of presiding fate and Greek 
chorus combined, appearing from nowhere with potent effectiveness at 
the crises in the drama. 

A PAIR OF TROUSERS (Criterion). 

It must be very amusing for the dramatist to skip from comedy to 
farce and then to sentimental satire, but it does not make for good drama, 
and though the bits are entertaining cnough, the general effect is patchy. 
The play certainly gives Alice Delysia a part in which she can use the 
whole battery of her charming and vivacious personality and her polished 
acting. She is ably supported by fan Hunter asa mercurial artist, but 
the rest of the company, including such experienced players as Violet 
Vanbrugh and Hayden Coffin are not allowed to settle down to-anything 
seriously. The incident that gives the play its name, is thoroughly 
amusing but the subsequent structure of drawing-room scandalising and 
backbiting thatis built on it, though well done, is too trite nowadays to be 
worth doing. And the dramatist let a clever ending slip through his 
fingers because he must needs protong the play to include the conventional 
pairing off. Alice Delysia at the piano singing a French ballad, though 
strictly irrelevant, was worth all the rest of the play put together, 

THE DELUGE (Players ). 

The story of Noah's Deluge is told in this Chester pageant with simple 
humour andrhyme. With its engaging absurdity of wooden characters 
and mechanical actions could be made very amusing. Butthe very thing 
that makes it enjoyable, the clockwork precision of movement and speech, 
was sadly lacking in this production. “A Christmas Mime” would have 
been more effective on a larger stage. The Wakefield Shepherds’ Play 
was the most successful, with its poetry well spoken by Don Gemmell, 
Eric Dane and Edward Kees as the three shepherds, and its broad humour 
acted with spirit by Geoffrey Wilkinson and Muriel Minty as the sheep- 
stealer and his wife. R.M.S.

The lines are w itty, 
and the situations based upon the individual peculiarities of the characters. 
it is all very believable and the Harem lady who learnt her English from 
the “ Tommies.” gives a highly creditable performance indicative of the 
originality of idiom and syntax imparted by the soldiers. Mr. Wallace 
Evennett was a most fascinating little Mr. Cook, while his affectionate 
if not over respectful danghter was charmingly played by Miss Leonora 
Corbett. All members of the cast contributed suitable performances, 
and the Achmed of Mr. Andre Van Gyseghem complete with knife and 
ferocity was a masterpiece of hake-up and pantomime. 1 B.S,
